MARINE INSURANCE 

Being a fellow boat owner, but also 
being an insurance agent writing con- 
siderable marine business, the letter 
concerning insurance rates, written by 
R. E. Phillips of Reading, Mass., 
(July issue), was entirely erroneous. 
Florida and southern waters coverage 
in all companies underwritten by this 
office (leading domestic carriers) have 
a higher premium. For example, an 
18-foot, but not over 20-foot vessel 
with 20 horsepower but not over 30 
horsepower, would take a premium of 
$4.75 per $100 of valuation in New 
England, and would take a rate of 
$5.50 per $100 of valuation in south- 
ern waters. 

In all fairness to the insurance in- 
dustry, I believe I am correct in stat- 
ing that rates are predicated on losses 
and the exposures involved. No in- 
surance carrier will provide coverage 
for 12 months of operation on a simi- 
lar basis to that which only entails six 
or seven month operation. Evidently 
your reader should get better informa- 
tion in the future.

Here’s How to Salvage 
A Dunked Outboard Motor 


By V. Lee Oecertle 

LL kinds of accidents occur, both 

aboard ship and on the dock, that 
may cause an outboard engine to go 
over the side. A quick glance over 
the gunwale reveals nothing but a 
chain of air bubbles, and you suddenly 
think: five hundred bucks, shot! But 
don’t dismay—there is a good chance 
that your dunked outboard may be 
fairly easily salvaged—if you act fast 
and decisively. 

How does it happen? Perhaps a 
safety chain was not attached—or was 
snapped to the transom handle and not 
to the motor, in the rush of departure. 
Rough water, fast turns, striking an 
underwater obstruction or sand bar 
that can fling the motor off the tran- 
som as easily as though it were 
clamped onto greased glass. How 
many times have you osberved some- 
One set a small outboard motor on the 
very brink of the landing dock, then 
leave it while returning to his car for 
another armful of equipment. A dock 
hand is at that moment backing up, 
helping a large craft come into berth 

and he stumbles. Off the dock goes 
the motor, and possibly the bumbling 
clod that dislodged it. 

We'll leave the wildly thrashing 
sailor to his own devices at this time. 


We are concerned with a quick salvage 
job on that outboard. If the wet stuff 
is salty, the faster you haul the motor 
up out of the depths the better off the 
entire unit will be. There are several 
possible methods to get the motor top- 
side. The most obvious, of course, is 
to attach a stout line to a swimmer and 
send him down to secure an end to the 
motor. If the depth of water is below 
15 or 20 feet, most of us would need 
the assistance of a skin diver for this 
emergency. If someone in the crew 
is familiar with oxygen underwater 
equipment, this is a fairly easy method 
of retrieving the motor. But for the 
inexperienced diver, or for persons 
with physical handicaps or heart 
trouble, far better to lose the motor 
than risk your health—if no other 
course of action is open. 

The last resort is the grappling hook 
on the end of a strong long rope. Be 
certain to mark the spot with a 
weighted line tied to a pop bottle, cork, 
life cushion, or anything that will float. 

Attach the line to the motor at the 
front lifting handle, thence back 
through the rear support handles, if 
any, tying in at least two places. If 
you can lift the motor from the water 
power-head first, so much the better. 
Don’t waste time trying to get the 


motor into the boat without scratching 
the metal shroud. Scratches can be 
easily painted over later. The impor- 
tant thing is to get the motor to shore 
as quickly as possible and follow these 
simple steps. 

For easy accessibility, remove the 
motor shroud. Lay cushions on beach 
or dock, then proceed as follows: 

1—Remove all spark plugs; lay them 
aside where they can’t be damaged. 

2—Take off carburetor sediment 
bowl, clean it thoroughly, then replace. 

3—With the motor laying on the 
rear side (spark plug holes down) pull 
the starter cord eight or 10 times. This 
will drain out most of the water from 
the power head. 

4—Remove the air silencer to ex- 
pose the carburetor throat and pour 
a teacup of motor fuel (gas and oil 
mix) into the carburetor. Pull starter 
cord eight or 10 times to flush the fuel 
through the motor. Repeat this opera- 
tion until one quart of fuel has been 
flushed through the motor. 

5—Replace air silencer and spark 
plugs and attempt to start the motor 
in the normal manner. 

Quick and decisive action is the key- 
note to successful salvage of a sub- 
merged outboard motor. The time 
limit is set at from three to five hours, 
before damage from rusting begins. 
Don’t put it off till tomorrow. Do it 
now. If you are not successful in start- 
ing the motor after following the in- 
structions, take it to your dealer and 
he will disassemble it and use precau- 
tionary measures. L 


ANCHORING AIDS By Jim Emmett 


HERE ARE MANY small items of ground tackle that 

one acquires, most of it of the homemade sort. Riding 
to the windlass, particularly with chain out, is not good 
practice. A simple way to avoid it, making it unnecessary to 
take the chain off the wildcat to secure it about the bitts or 
a cleat, is to have a loop of heavy line, say 7-inch diameter, 
spliced to shackle to what’s called a logging-chain hook. The 
latter is common hardware store item, intended to seize and 
hold about a link of chain, when bought in a size to suit it. 
One puts the loop about the bitts or over the heavy mooring 
cleat, then hooks onto the chain. By easing off on the wind- 
lass it is freed of the strain, leaving one riding to the bitts 
or cleat. To release the hook one merely winds in enough 
chain to permit freeing it. In a rough anchorage, the effect 
is much the same as where a spring-loaded chain buffer is 
used—the sudden jerks are smoothed out. An improvement 
over manila would be to use 34-inch or heavier shock cord. 
If the loop should fail it wouldn’t be fatal: the chain would 
just bring up on the windlass wildcat. 

If you expect to cruise a section where anchorages are 
such that your hook could get badly caught—either swamp 
country with stumps or other underwater obstructions or the 
reverse, the rocky sort with rough or fissured bottom—it’s a 
good idea to carry an anchor buoy. Ours is a 2 x 4.x 18 inch 
chunk of cedar, painted white for visibility, and having a 
hole in one end into which a 25 foot length of 34-inch line 
is spliced. Before putting the anchor over, the free end of 
the trip line is hitched about the crown, and the buoy is left 
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floating. Should the anchor get caught it is an easy matter to 
free it by using the buoyline to hoist the hook crown first. 

Where rope is used, proper chafing gear can easily double 
the safe life of your line. It’s well to have odd pieces of heavy 
canvas aboard for this purpose, but special guards now avail- 
able are a big improvement over canvas scraps, affording 
better protection and being more likely to be used. 

Several of our friends carry anchor line travellers which 
permit the anchor to be aided by running down its line some 
sort of weight, either a pig of lead ballast fitted with an eye 
or ring, or a lighter anchor. Most of them are homemade, 
shackle-like fittings but with enough round to the top or 
bearing surface to not chafe the rope unduly. The retaining 
line, used to lower and hold the suspended weight and later 
to retrieve it, must be attached to the fitting in a way to 
permit easy travel down or up the line. 

What is really important is to stow at least your service 
anchor in such a way that it can be dropped over almost 
instantly, if need be, and chain or rope paid out quickly. One 
advantage of the modern anchors is that their design makes 
possible some such way of stowing or carrying. Either anchor 
chain or a rope rode should be reversed end for end each 
season to distribute the chafe and wear. Be sure that the 
bitter end of either is shackled to a strong eye-bolt put into 
the stern or a floor timber for that purpose. Check all shackles 
used with your anchors or in connection with your ground 
tackle to see their pins haven’t rusted tight. You can never tell 
when you may have to remove one in a hurry. — G

1. Obtain accurate information 
from the designer or manufacturer of 


the boat as to the speed for which it 
was designed and under what condi- 
tions of water and with what equip- 
ment this speed is to be attained. 

2. Make several runs in both direc- 
tions over a course of known distance 
to determine the speed being attained. 
It is assumed that the boat will be 
equipped as the designer and manu- 
facturer intended. It is also assumed 
that the motor will have been checked 
by competent personnel and that it is 
developing its full rated horsepower. 
It may be necessary to employ a dy- 
namometer test to be assured of this. 

3. If the boat is performing as the 
designer intended and is attaining the 
speed for which it was designed then 
higher speed is best obtained with a 
boat and motor combination that has 
been designed for higher speed opera- 
tion. 

WEDGES 
PURCHASED RECENTLY a 17’ lap 
strake skiff. It is a runabout with a 

6’ 3” beam and transom width of 5’ 2”. 

A boat dealer informed me that it 
would not be very fast. However, |! 
could get it to plane better and get 
more speed if | would put wedges un- 
der the stern. ! would like your 
opinion on this suggestion. | plan to 
use a 35 or 40 hp engine.

It is true that wedges can be of con- 
siderable assistance to planing action 
under certain conditions. If, at full 
speed there is not more than four de- 
grees change in trim between bow and 
stern the wedges will have little effect. 
As far as speed is concerned, some- 
times a wedge will reduce speed but 
improve trim. The effect of the wedge 
is, of course, to give a lift to the stern 
of the boat. Wedge action or lift being 
greater at high speeds than at low ones. 

Wedges should be installed the full 
width of the transom. Length of the 
wedge may be from 8” to 12”. The 
longer length gives smoother action 
and improved lift. It is the butt thick- 
ness that is the main factor in deter- 
mining the amount of lift that a wedge 
will provide. This may vary from “4” 
to 3” depending on the amount of lift 
required and the normal operating 
speed. For example a butt thickness 
of %” will provide the same lift at a 
speed of 20 mph as a 242” wedge at 
8% mph, assuming both wedges to be 
12” in length. 

Neither of the wedge arrangements 
shown in the sketches submitted with 
your letter would prove satisfactory. 
Your scheme #2 is nothing more than

bilge keels which might reduce rolling 
but would not increase lift. 

Since the motor you plan to use is 
of moderate horsepower it is possible 
that you may not require wedges. They 
are a makeshift arrangement at best 
and merely an attempt to obtain a type 
of performance for which the boat was 
not designed. 


MORE WEDGES

In regard to the use of wedges see 
my reply to the question submitted by 
Mr. Peter S. Picucci, the answer to 
which appears in this same issue. 

There is no reason why wedges 
should not be affixed to the hull with a 
good grade of waterproof glue of the 
phenolic or resorcinol cold setting 
type. 

As to your change from a 50 hp to a 
75 hp motor, you should think this 
over very carefully before making the 
step. Based on the boat measurements 
you submitted, the higher powered en- 
gine would be squeezing the upper 
limit for a boat of this size, as calcu- 
lated by the horsepower boat rating 
method of the Outboard Boating Club 
of America. If your life and accident 
policies are paid-up there should be no 
problem. However, I would like to 
point out that nearly 6% of the fatal 
boating accidents in 1958 were due to 
faulty or mis-matched equipment. This 
was an increase of 244 % over the year 
before. It is quite probable that most 
of the accidents in this category were 
caused by the installation of motors 
that exceeded the maximum for which 
the boat was designed. Better think it 
over. 


HYDRAULIC STEERING 
OWN A 1953, 33’ Chris-Craft Cap- 
tain with a 10’ 4” beam. | am con- 

sidering the installation of a hard top 
with a flying bridge made of plywood 
and fiberglass. | have 2, 145 hp en- 
gines d.d. with Chris-O-Matics.

There is no reason why hydraulic 
steering controls could not be used in 
the installation you propose. As to the 
difference in engine speed, since they 
are identical units, there is probably 
some difference between the operating 
conditions of the two units. Have you 
checked with the manufacturer of the 
boat as to the performance you should 
expect with present equipment? Their 
address is Chris-Craft Corp., Pompano 
Beach, Fla. I am sure they would wel- 
come the opportunity to see that your 
boat performs in a satisfactory man- 
ner. 

Tendency for the stern to sink as 
speed is increased can in some in- 
stances be reduced by the use of 
wedges. (See reply to question sub- 
mitted by Peter S. Picucci, which is 
answered in this issue.) The condition 
you described was helped materially 
in an identical boat by using wedges 
Se” thick at the butt end and 8” long. 
Hydraulic controls suitable for your 
use are made by Columbian Bronze 
Co., Freeport, L. L, N. Y.

Cer- 
tainly familiarity with the fundamentals 
of seamanship, piloting, navigation, 
emergency repair techniques, and 
weather forecasting is essential for most 
boatsmen. Make sure also that you’re 
skilled in operating your equipment. 


And finally, take stock of your safety 
needs as far as additional electronic 
equipment is concerned. With these needs 
in mind, pay a visit to the Boat Show in 
your area.

Assuming that the figures that you 
have given are correct, it would appear 
that you are working the present 
equipment to the limit of its capabili- 
ties. You fail to mention how much 
more speed you wish to achieve, there- 
fore it is impossible to advise the nec- 
essary changes. A formula sometimes 
used for estimating speed capabilities is 
Speed = K / 5 B.Bp. 

Displacement 
in which K is a constant which for the 
most modern design high speed plan- 
ing hull of 14’ is 1.7; b.h.p. is the 
brake horsepower of the engine and 
displacement is in long tons. The re- 
sult obtained is in knots and should be 
multiplied by 1.15 to arrive at a speed 
in statute miles. Using the values you 
have given, the expected speed from 
your equipment would be 28.8 mph. 

Since your boat has a speed of 31 
mph it is operating at a speed-length 
ratio of 7.5 any further increase should 
not be undertaken until the hull has 
been carefully checked to insure its 
capability of withstanding a higher 
speed.

The speed at which a displacement 
hull, of normal proportions, can be 
driven, is a function of its length. 
This is due to the wave system that 
the boat creates at higher speeds. The 
craft moves at the speed of the wave 
system it is creating. Since this speed 
depends on the distance between 
wave Crests, a distance dependent on 
boat length, a long boat of the dis- 
placement type will have a greater 
speed potential than a short one. 

The basis for determining boat 
speed is called the speed-length 
ratio. It is found by dividing the 


speed in knots by the square root of 
the waterline length in feet. 

Let’s assume that the boat in ques- 
tion has a waterline length of 25’. 
The square root of 25= 5. A speed 
of 12 mph is 10.4 knots. 10.4 divided 
by 5= 2.08, the speed-length ratio 
when the boat is moving with a 
velocity of 12 mph. 

If your speed measurement is ac- 
curate, it would indicate that the boat 
is not a true displacement hull, for 
operation of a displacement hull at 
speed-length ratios above 1.34 is 
almost impossible. It is quite possible 
that your boat is of the semi-planing 
type which operates well with mod- 
erate amounts of power at the speed 
you have indicated. On the basis of 
a displacement of two tons (4480 
pounds) I would estimate your pow- 
er requirement at 35-40 horsepower 
for a speed of 11.5 mph. Assuming 
that your engine will develop 50 hp 
at 2500 rpm, a propeller of 12” 
diameter and 61%” pitch should be 
sufficient. 

The installation of a larger motor 
might not be a solution to your prob- 
lem since greater horsepower would 
call for a larger diameter propeller. 
For 150 hp at your present engine 
speed, propeller diameter might in- 
crease to 15”-16”. Since there should 
be a clearance between the tips of the 
propeller and the hull of 1/7 of the 
propeller diameter, and preferably 
more, difficulty might be experienced 
in fitting the larger propeller. 

Since you state that the boat is old, 
it may have undergone many changes 
in power and propeller size. Had you 
thought of writing the Richardson 
Boat Co., North Tonawanda, N. Y., 
for their recommendations? If you 
write, give them complete information 
as to model and year of construction. 

Radical changes in a boat’s power 
plant are usually expensive and do not 
always produce the expected results. 
Weigh these costs against the added 
couple of miles more speed and the 
greatly increased cost for gasoline, 
then ask yourself “is it worth the extra 
cost?”

$7,000,000 MARINA 
FOR SEATTLE 


OAT OWNERS of the Pacific 
Northwest, and specifically skippers 
plying the picturesque waters of Puget 
Sound, are eagerly awaiting the com- 
pletion of one of the world’s newest 
and most modern marinas—Seattle’s 
Shilshole Bay. The $7,000,000 project 
will ultimately provide a haven for 
1600 commercial and pleasure craft in 
slips of 30 to 80 feet in length. 
Shilshole, protected by a mile-long 
breakwater, is conveniently located 
adjacent to the entrance of the Gov- 
ernment Locks in Seattle, starting 
point for most sound cruisers. The 
boat basin is primarily a Port of Seat- 
tle, U. S. Army Engineers venture, 
with the Army providing the three- 
quarter-mile rock breakwater at a cost 
of $2,000,000. The $5,000,000 bal- 
ance of the project cost is being borne 
by the Port of Seattle which will be 


responsible for the operation and 
maintenance of the huge moorage de- 
velopment. The first phase of the con- 
struction will be completed this spring 
and provide moorage for about 400 
boats. Fall of 1960 is the target date 
for final installation of all piers. 

The floating docks will have such 
conveniences for the boat owner as 


individual lockers, electrical power 
outlets and fresh water. Service piers 
will offer fueling service and will house 
shops where the boatman may pur- 
chase food and other necessities for 
his Puget Sound excursions or com- 
mercial operations. Both permanent 
and transient moorage will be avail- 
able at rates consistent with those 
charged at comparable marinas.

GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY BOAT SHOW 


a 


National Motor Boat Show held at New York’s old Madison Square 
Garden in 1905 contained a man-made lake to prove to the public that a 
power-driven boat with a heavy iron engine would float. 


HE FIRST National Motor Boat 

Show was held in 1905 at the old 
Madison Square Garden. It started 
with a mere ninety-eight exhibitors 
and was staged by the National Asso- 
ciation of Engine and Boat Manufac- 
turers in conjunction with the Sports- 
men’s Show. Men in high starched 
collars; women with hair piled high; 
children in black stockings and knick- 
ers—26,000 in all stared in fascina- 
tion at the selection of boats. An 
artificial lake was constructed on 
which the boats floated in order to 
prove to the skeptics that motor boats 
would not sink with their heavy iron 
engines. 

In 1907, the NAEBM held its first 
independent show. Gone was the lake 
to make room for more exhibitors. 
Sixty thousand spectators came to see 
the boats. The favorite at the 1910 
Show was the auto-boat, with its wind- 
shield, steering up forward, and auto- 
mobile top. The 1916 Show, held at 
New York’s Grand Central Palace 
attracted 125 exhibitors and 80,- 
000 boat lovers. With the advent of 
World War I, studies were made on 
uses of motor boats in warfare. By 
1920, attendance had grown to 85,000 
and outboard motors, called “motors 
for rowboats,” were available for 
$65.00. Rum runners were looking 
for speedy craft to carry out their ac- 
tivities, but the family type boat 
brought more women to the Show. 

The Silver Anniversary Show of 
1930 had 307 boats. Low cost and 
noise reduction were stressed. Light, 
high-speed diesels for boats down to 
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35-footers were prominent in the 1935 
Show. In 1941, the last Show before 
World War Il, the Palace overflowed 
with spectators, and when the Show 
resumed in 1947, a record 200,000 
persons, many from inland states, 
came to view the post-war craft. 
Every year the New York Show 
has had more appeal for boating en- 
thusiasts. Last year 403 exhibitors 
displayed their products to 415,000 
persons. Many people thought of the 
late Ira Hand as Mr. Motor Boat 
Show. As NAEBM secretary from 
1910 to 1949, he managed and nurtur- 
ed 34 National Motor Boat Shows in 


New York City. The current Show 
Manager and _ secretary of the 
NAEBM, Joseph E. Choate, has car- 
ried on the Boat Show in the same 
impressive traditions for which it has 
been noted. 

In an effort to dramatize for 1960 
the tremendous growth of the boating 
industry during tne twentieth century, 
three boats, whose ages total two 
hundred years, were borrowed from 
Mystic Seaport of Mystic, Connecti- 
cut, famed for their collection of his- 
torical craft. The oldest was Nellie, a 
30-foot steam launch, built in East 
Boston, Mass. in 1872. It has the 
distinction of being the earliest power 
boat listed in Lloyds Register of Amer- 
ican Yachts. The other two yachts, 
both built in 1904, were the Lillian 
Russel and Panhard 1. The signifi- 
cance of the name is left to the imagi- 
nation, but the Lillian Russel was a 
21-foot, 4-inch naphtha launch built 
in New York and originally used as a 
tender for a large steam yacht. The 
31-foot Panhard was built in Bayonne, 
New Jersey as a demonstrator for 
Panhard engines and was first dis- 
played afloat in the man-made indoor 
lake. The historic craft are being dis- 
played at the Miami International 
Boat Show February 19 to 24. 

With over seven million boat own- 
ers throughout the United States, ma- 
rine manufacturers are faced with 
the momentous job of supplying the 
ever-growing boating public with the 
latest developments in marine equip- 
ment. As witnessed in the directory 
section of this issue of POPULAR Boat- 
ING and the displays at the Boat Show, 
the boatman will find that manufac- 
turers have met this demand by offer- 
ing more advanced equipment than 
ever before. — G

DEAD RECKONING 
SIMPLIFIED 


Here's how to keep track of course and speed 
changes on a simple plotting sheet 


@ You are navigating an area that is 
subject to haze and fog. You've been 
fishing, sailing, or just cruising around. 
The low-lying shore has few outstand- 
ing features on which you can take 
bearings. Furthermore, it is not an 
area in which it is safe to “feel” your 
way along the shore because of the 
outlying rocks, and ledges. If visibil- 
ity closes in, which way should you 
head in case a squall approaches, or 
what is the course to steer to get home? 
@ And that isn't all. There is a strong 
current. How can you compensate for 
this so that you don’t end up miles 
from your objective?

EAD RECKONING (DR), a 
term which is probably derived 
from abbreviation of “deduced reck- 
is the foundation of all forms 
of navigation. It consists of calculat- 
ing a vessel’s position from the various 
courses and distances sailed. 
Position can be deduced from 


courses and distances in several ways. 


The classical method employs trigo- 
nometry, logarithms, and tables, which 
is one reason that navigation has re- 
mained a solemn mystery for so long. 
The most modern method employs a 
special computer, with hand-set or 
automatically operated adjustments 
for the vessel’s course and speed. With 
one of these computers, the navigator 
can read the latitude and longitude of 
his position at any time from a pair of 
dials. The only disadvantage is the 
price: $4500 for one such unit. 

The practical system for use on a 
small boat is graphical solution, which 
requires only a protractor, a pair of 
dividers, and a scale (or ruler). With 
these, we simply draw lines depicting 
the track of the boat on the chart. The 
accuracy of graphical dead reckoning 
depends upon how carefully the plot- 
ting is done and how accurately you 
maintain your course and speed. Care- 
ful and skilled navigators have reached 
islands in mid-ocean by just this meth- 
od. Becoming an expert depends 


largely upon a willingness to practice. 
Here is where the Plotting Sheet, 
the construction of which was ex- 
plained in last month’s Seamanship 
article, can be used to advantage. As 
discussed last month, there is a dis- 
advantage to plotting on the official 
Hydrographic Office chart, since the 
chart soon becomes so marked up that 
it is illegible. An accurate plotting 
sheet, equivalent to your local chart, 
can be drawn in minutes; and when it 
is covered with “seagull tracks,” you 
can throw it away and start afresh. 
Fig. 1 is an example of the use of

the plotting sheet to keep track of a 
day’s sailing. The area used for the 
example is shown on the accompany- 
ing section of H. O. Chart No. 1213, 
(Long I. Sound, Western Part). The 
plotting sheet in constructed to cover

of longitude, centered on 73° 20’ West 
and 41° North. At this time it is a 
good idea to plot the location of a few 
of the more prominent navigational 
marks (especially those which guard

accurate point of beginning. A buoy, 
beacon, or other accurately known po- 
sition is a good point upon which to 
base your plotting, and it is usually 
possible to start out from such a mark- 
er at the entrance to a harbor, channel 
or place of mooring. Because the ac- 
curacy of the plotting from start to 
finish depends upon the accuracy of 
the point of departure, it is necessary 
to bring the boat as close as feasible to 
the known position, when starting out. 

The point of departure is located on 
the plotting sheet, according to its lati- 
tude and longitude measured on the 
regular chart, as described in the De- 
cember Seamanship column. The first 
course sailed is 220° true, so this line 
is drawn by protractor from the point 
of departure, and above it the course 
is recorded: C-220. By log or speed- 
ometer, we find our speed to be four 
knots. This is recorded below the line: 
S-4. 

At 10:50 we come about to a course 
due east, 90° true. To locate the point 
of turning on the plotting sheet, we 
must know the distance travelled on 
the course being ended. This can be 
determined through the use of tables 
or a computing device, as described in 
“Computers for Piloting,” in the No- 
vember Seamanship column. Other- 
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Fig. 2 


wise, it can be found by dividing our 
speed in knots by 60, to get the dis- 
tance travelled per minute, then mul- 
tiplying this figure by the number of 
minutes on the course—in this case, 
90. No matter how it is arrived ‘at, 
the distance (6 miles) is measured off 
on the 220° course line, and a notation 
is made for the time of course change: 
CC-10:50. From this point, the course 
line 90° is drawn and labelled C-090. 
The speed, which is now six knots, is 
marked below the line. At each sub- 
sequent change of course and speed, 
the process is repeated. 


Note that if the speed is changed, 
while the course remains the same, 
the notation CS and the time are re- 
corded, and the distance is computed 
from that point at the new speed. 

When subtracting time figures, re- 
member that the clock is not a decimal 
device. You cannot “borrow” in the 
usual fashion. For example, to sub- 
tract 10:47 from 11:10, it is necessary 
to borrow a whole hour (60 minutes) : 
the problem then becomes to subtract 
10:47 from 10:70. 

Navigational check points can be

used any time to correct the course 
line, speed figures, or to obtain a fix 
for a new point of departure. The loca- 
tion of such check points can be estab- 
lished on the plotting sheet by their 
latitude and longitude measured on the 
regular chart. Fixes can be obtained 
by passing close by a buoy or other 
marker, or by ranges and bearings, as 
has been described in earlier articles 
in this series. The deep sea navigator 
corrects his dead reckoning by celestial 
observations, Loran or radio bearings. 

Now, at 16:31 in the afternoon, we 
want to return to our point of begin- 
ning. The course angle is measured 
from our location at the time, and the 
distance measured. Under power at 
eight knots, we can reach the Bridge- 
port channel by 17:45, by heading due 
north, 000°. 

Here is the important thing about 
such plotting: at any time, had the 
visibility decreased, we would have 
known our location pretty closely and 
could have reached the nearest point 
of safety, or headed back for Bridge- 
port, simply by continuing our dead 
reckoning. Otherwise, without plot- 
ting, it is unbelievably easy to lose 
track. 

These are the basic steps in dead 
reckoning on a plotting sheet. How- 
ever, in some tidal waters, greater ac- 
curacy may be obtained by compensat- 
ing for current. This is done by draw- 
ing “velocity vectors.” 

The direction and velocity of tidal 
currents in major harbors are shown 
in books of charts published by the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey. Correc- 
tions for the current are applied to the 
plot of a boat’s course in one of two 
ways, depending upon whether you 
are just cruising about on random 
courses, or whether you desire to make 
a certain course good to reach a cer- 
tain destination. 

The first case is that of knocking 
about on random courses: all that is 
necessary is to correct for current to 
find where you actually are at any given 
time. Fig. 2 illustrates this situation.

The direction of the current (set) in 
this case is 224° true and the velocity 
(drift) is 1.9 knots. From an arbitrar- 
ily chosen point “A,” draw the current 
line at the angle 224° from its meridan 
M1 and make it exactly 1.9 inches 
long, corresponding to the current 
speed. This establishes the location of 
Point “B.” We are steering a course 
of 90° true and moving through the 
water at a speed of 6.5 knots. Draw 
the course line from Point “B” at an 
angle of 90° from its meridan M2, and 
make this line 6.5 inches long, corres- 
ponding to our speed through the 
water. Connect points “A” and “C” 
with a line, and its angle (104.5°) is 
the course we are actually making 
good; and our speed over the ground 
corresponds to the length of this line 
in inches: 5.4 knots. In our dead reck- 
oning, the course and speed actually 
being made good are the ones we must 
use on the plotting sheet and on the 
chart. 

In the second case, shown in Fig. 3, 
we want to reach a point bearing 90° 
true and 5.2 miles distant from us. 
There is a 2.3 knot current flowing in 
a southwest direction at an angle of 
215°. We must find out what course 
we are to steer and the actual distance 
we must travel through the water, 
from which we can determine how 
long it will take us to reach the desired 
point. 

From point “A,” draw the current 
line at an angle of 215°, from the 
Meridian M1, 2.3 inches long, corre- 
sponding to the current velocity. This 
establishes point “B.” Then draw the 
line we wish to make good from our 
location, “A,” at an angle of 90°, and 
5.2 inches long, corresponding to the 
distance of the destination in miles. 
This establishes point “C.” Now, draw 
a line connecting points “B” and “C.” 
The angle of the line “BC” from the 
meridian M2 (74°) is the course we 
must steer, and the length of the line 
in inches (6.8) indicates the distance 
we will actually travel through the 
water to make good the 5.2 miles over 
the ground. 

In drawing velocity vectors for 
higher-speed problems, using inches to 
correspond to miles will result in a 
very large diagram. To keep the dia- 
gram compact, use centimeters instead 
of inches. In fact, the metric system 
is very handy for the solution of most 
DR and current problems, since frac- 
tions are expressed in tenths, directly 
applicable to chart work. 

To keep track of your whereabouts, 
use a sharp pencil, steer carefully, and 
maintain a running record. With a 
little practice, it becomes simple, and 
the small amount of work involved is 
a small price for insurance against 
getting lost. G

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STATIC ELECTRICITY 


Here's how to understand and prevent gasoline explosions 


that occur due to improper grounding of the fuel system

HE BLAST came out of nowhere as far as anyone 
Te see. I came to in ice-cold water fighting to get 
rid of my rubber hip boots and mackinaw, then swim- 
ming up wind to get away from the flames. The score was 
this: One sailor killed, the total loss of a coastwise schooner 
and half the pier burnt away. The cause: static electricity. 
All this happened 34 years ago on the West Coast of 
Canada. We knew very little about handling gasoline ex- 
cept that it was considered somewhat dangerous to smoke. 
There were no dockside pumps at this out-of-the-way 
harbor and accepted re-fueling practice was to roll drums 
of gasoline down the pier, hoist them aboard and suspend 
them from a boom over an out-size funnel fitted into the 
fill pipe. One man handled the operation on deck, un- 
screwed the bung, steadied the drum over the funnel and 
controlled the flow of gasoline by opening and closing the 
vent. This was the man who was killed—he had spelled 
me so that I could warm up in the lee of the deck house 
and catch a smoke. 

Our ship and dozens of others had used this method of 
refueling hundreds of times and nothing had ever gone 
wrong. It may have been because of the crisp dry weather, 
it may have been that the drum was hoisted a little higher 
than usual and the gasoline flowed farther and faster into 
the funnel. Neither of these explanations was of any great 
comfort to the captain of the schooner, the owner of the 
pier or the dead sailor’s widow. 

In the next couple of years I was involved directly or 
indirectly with three more gasoline explosions, all of them 
due to human error. One was when cargo was stowed in 
an air shaft, reducing ventilation, and a sea-going schooner 
went up a hundred miles off-shore from the fumes of a 
leaky beat-up engine. The second time was when we went 
to the help of an out-of-fuel fishing boat, and gasoline 
fumes from a now-illegal under-deck vent seeped 30 feet 
to an open galley fire. The third time was when a deck 
hand filling a five-gallon can for a light plant moved an 
oil lantern closer so he could see better. Since then I have 
learned a lot about gasoline. 

Static electricity is generally considered to be frictional 
electricity generated by two dissimilar materials passing 
over each other, such as gasoline flowing through a pipe 
into the air, a car rolling along a highway, or you yourself 
brushing your hair or walking across a carpet. These and 
many other actions cause electrical rearrangement. How 
many times have you reached for a door knob and received 
an electrical shock, or fondly petted the family dog or cat 
and had the little animal take off with every hair standing 
on end? Nylon and other synthetic cloth is particularly 
conducive to the creation of static electricity and in the 
dark you can see it. These examples of static occur gen- 
erally in very dry weather, but when filling your boat’s 
tank it can happen at any time. 

Along the coast we generally feel static sparks in the 
cold weather which a Northwest wind brings in and na- 
turally assume that it is most prevalent in the winter. One 
reason behind this is that warm weather in coastal waters 
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usually goes with high humidity and the dampness of the 
air tends to dissipate the electrical discharge. 

Your main protection against static electricity while re- 
fueling is grounding, also known as bonding, which is 
direct metal-to-metal contact from the fuel hose nozzle to 
the water in which your boat is floating. 

The first step is to be sure that the hose nozzle is in 
direct contact with the fill pipe deck fitting. Most fill pipes 
are metal and consequently you have metal contact to the 
fuel tank, but in some cases the pipe may be rubber or 
plastic which, although dangerous, is sometimes used for 
economy where there are complex curves. If you have 
such a fill pipe your best bet is to replace it with metal or 
make a connection with copper wire (8 to 10 gauge or 
bigger) from the deck fitting to the tank. Should you use 
solder be very sure that the tank is empty and free from 
fumes. 

Your next concern is the fuel line from tank to engine. 
If it is metal you have nothing to worry about, but if it is 
plastic or other non-metallic material you must follow the 
procedure given above for the fill pipe. Once you are 
grounded to the engine there is direct metal contact 
through the engine casing and propeller shaft to the water. 
In the very rare case where there is a non-metallic gasket 
on the shaft to allow for play you must set up a metal 
contact either through it or over it. 

Recently fiberglass gasoline tanks have come into being. 
These pose problems of their own. One method of ground- 
ing would be to run a copper wire around the tank from 
fill pipe to fuel line, but this would not ground the fuel im 
the tank. An expert on the subject suggests the manu- 
facturers imbed the wire in the fiberglass connected to in- 
take and outlet fittings. This would avoid corrosion which 
could occur if a wire went through the fuel. 

It is not necessary to have a big static spark to set off 
an explosion—anything you can feel is enough. Even the 
spark caused by brushing your hair will do it under the 
right combination of fumes and air. 

A disquieting thought is that, under certain atmospheric 
conditions, you can cause a static explosion yourself, par- 
ticularly if you are wearing synthetic clothing and the al- 
most certainty if you are insulated by rubber soled shoes. 
So, for safety’s sake and the remote chance, ground your- 
self before you open the fill pipe deck fitting and release 
fumes to the air. You can do this by dipping your hand 
into the water overside, touching the engine block or a 
metal fitting on the dock connecting to the water. 

Diesel fuel is too lean for static electrical explosion un- 
der normal conditions, but should it vaporize through con- 
tact with hot metal or if a leak in hose or nozzle forms 
a fine mist, it is potentially dangerous. 

Another danger point is water. If there is water mixed 
with the fuel you are taking aboard the possibility of static 
spark increases ten to 20 fold. 

Gasoline is dangerous unless it is handled properly. 
Pound for pound, in the right air to vapor mixture, it has 
more explosive power than T.N.T. But it is a fine, efficient 
fuel and all you need do is treat it as you would the sea 
itself: with infinite respect. — G

The year 1822 saw British men-o’-war 
changing from sail to paddlewheels 
and by 1840 the propeller was sup- 
planting the side wheel on naval ves- 
sels. This was the age of steam and 
the beginning of the end of what has 
been termed the glorious and glamor- 
ous age of sail. 

In long hauls the sailing ship held 
her own for many years as coaling 
stations were not too numerous. This 
handicap however was soon to be over- 
come and with the opening of the 
Suez Canal in 1868, a short route to 
the Orient was made available to the 
steamship and she appropriated the 
trade which the clipper had enjoyed as 
a monopoly for ages. 

Although the clippers were driven 
from the China trade because of the 
short route now available to the steam- 
ship, they held their own for a time 
when engaged in the Australian wool 
trade. It was an arduous run from 
Melbourne to Liverpool, but Cutty 
Sark passed many ships on the way. 
A day’s run of 360 nautical miles was 
not unusual for this slippery creation 
of wood and canvas; in fact it was an 
excellent performance when even to- 
day few steamships do better than 17 
knots. Perhaps her best day was when 
she overtook the P & O mail ship 
Britannia outside Melbourne Heads. 
To those standing on the deck of Bri- 
tannia, Cutty Sark must have looked 
like a phantom ship with all sails set, 
creeping up and passing the steamship, 


board he could be heard saying: “Well 
done Cutty Sark.” 

The steamship finally drove Cutty 
Sark from the Australian trade for 
which she was eminently suited, and in 
1895 she was sold into Portuguese 
registry under which she sailed for 25 
years. When she was again put up for 
sale, retired Captain W. Dowman 
bought her and started renovation. In 
1936 his widow presented her as an 
auxiliary to the boy’s training ship 
H.M.S. Worcester. As much restora- 
tion was required, a committee of sail- 
ing enthusiasts formed the Cutty Sark 
Society with Britain’s sailor prince, the 
Duke of Edinburgh as a patron. This 
society has undertaken the task of 
raising a quarter of a million pounds 
as a permanent fund for the upkeep of 
the ship. With the money which has 
been raised, new masts and rigging 
have been installed and the hull and 
decking entirely renovated. The teak 
deck houses shine with new varnish, 
the beautiful scroll work and her out- 
standing figurehead have a new coat 
of gold leaf, and the brass fittings on 
deck get a daily polish. Below decks 
the saloon has been restored, the Vic- 
torian furniture replaced, and the 
room made snug by an old-fashioned 
fireplace reminiscent of a cottage par- 
lor. Other parts of the hold have been 
divided into classrooms where navi- 
gation and seamanship are taught. One 
room houses a collection of figure- 
heads salvaged from ships of that ec- 
static age so superbly upheld by Cutty 
Sark, one of the lovely ships of sail 
which brought credit and renown to 
shipbuilders and seamen. — G

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REVOLUTIONARY POWER PLANT 


HAS TWO MOVING PARTS 


NEW CONCEPT in internal com- 

bustion engines of great potential 
interest to boatmen was made public 
recently when Curtiss-Wright first 
unveiled a revolutionary power plant 
developed in conjunction with NSU 
of Germany. 

The Curtiss-Wright engine, which 
has only two moving parts, has been 
running since late 1958 on the test bed 
and in experimental installations such 
as a portable water pump. The basic 
unit develops about 100 hp, and 
weighs roughly 100 pounds. 

In operation, a triangular rotor re- 
volves in a sealed housing shaped 
something like a fat figure eight—or 
an oval that is pinched in slightly at 
the sides. The rotor also revolves on 
an eccentric cam that is fixed to the 
crankshaft. This cam and a gear fixed 
to the side of the housing control 
movement of the rotor so that its 
three corners maintain continuous 
contact with the walls of the housing. 
Exhaust port, intake port and spark 
plug are spaced around the edge of 
the housing so that there is an intake- 
compression “stroke,” firing “stroke” 
and exhaust “stroke” for every one- 
third revolution of the rotor. The fir- 
ing “stroke” forces the rotor around 


in the housing, in turn causing the ec- 
centric cam to revolve, turning the 
crankshaft. As the crankshaft turns 
at three times the speed of the rotor, 
there is one firing “stroke” for every 
complete turn of the crankshaft. A 
diagrammed description of this en- 
gine and its operation is carried in 
the February issue of the Ziff-Davis 
publication Sports Cars ILLUSTRAT- 
ED. 

Advantages claimed for the engine 
include an extremely high power to 
weight ratio, economy of operation, 
plus a smooth flow of power at high 
Operating speeds—about 15,000 rpm 
as well as down to an idling speed of 
about 400 rpm. 

The basic engine is the invention 
of Dr. Felix Wankel; and initial devel- 
opment was carried out by NSU 
(Sewing Machine Union of Neckar- 
sulm), a firm that builds motorcycles 
and small cars. By late 1957 NSU 
had brought the engine to a point 
where licensing agreements could be 
discussed, and Curtiss-Wright entered 
the picture. Since that time develop- 
ment has proceeded separately on 
powerplants of different sizes. NSU 
has concentrated on engines with a 
swept volume of about 15 cubic 
inches, compared to the swept volume 
of about 35 cubic inches for the Cur- 
tiss-Wright 100 hp engine. 

Advantages of such an engine in 
marine applications are obvious. A 
small, lightweight unit does the work 
of a much larger and heavier engine. 
The new design is almost completely 
free of vibration: it is said that the 
NSU engine in operation is so smooth 
that a glass of water, placed atop the 
running unit, will not show a ripple in 
its surface. Also, the engine’s power 
is delivered on moderate-octane auto- 
motive gasoline as specific fuel con- 
sumptions is .45 pounds/brake horse- 
power hour. — G 








HE U. S. COAST GUARD 

will begin registering motor- 
boats of greater than 10 HP in 
states not conforming to the Fed- 
eral Boating Act of 1958 on 
April 1, 1960.

Trends for the future? 
These two remarkable 
developments from the 
Office of Naval Research: 
super-cavitating propeller, 
top, and multiple-fin 
hydrofoil, below, may 
foretell revolutionary 
improvements for your 
pleasure boating safety, 
speed, and comfort.

come in pleasure boating 














dynamic Research program of the Office of Naval 

Research offers a glimpse into the future. Many 
projects now in development are sure to have a great in- 
fluence on pleasure boating for years to come. Statements 
and opinions expressed here are my own and do not nec- 
essarily reflect the official position of the U. S. Navy. 

Present day ships are not satisfactory for operation in 
very heavy seas and incapable of very high speeds (of 70 
to 100 knots) in smooth water. Current ship research is 
concentrated on developing hull forms having marked im- 
provement in seaway operation and efficient high speed 
operation. One type of ship being studied, for example, is 
the semi-submerged ship which could operate at fairly high 
speeds in calm seas but would almost completely submerge 
during storms to minimize the surface effects. Another type 
under study is one with minimum wave making resistance. 
If a hull form could be designed to cut wave making in 
half, there would be 25 per cent more power available for 
higher speeds. These hulls have a bumpy shape which is 
very favorable for boundary layer separation resulting in 
a large pressure drag. To overcome this difficulty, com- 
panion programs are underway to provide means for sta- 
bilizing boundary layers, thereby reducing this drag. 

Other types of hulls are being looked at, such as length- 
ened destroyer hulls, yacht and trawler hulls. All of the 
above research will be of very little use to the pleasure 
boatman today, but is of general interest. 

Research on conventional small boats is also being car- 
ried out, however, by the Navy Bureau of Ships and its 
own research arm—the David Taylor Model Basin. Naval 
areas of interest in small boats are materials and fabrica- 
tion techniques, stability, speeds, rough water behavior, and 
planing boat theory. The greatest effort right now is on ma- 
terials and fabrication techniques. It appears almost certain 
that all small boats in the Navy may eventually be molded 
plastic construction—either reinforced fiberglass or other 
suitable material. Early in the program, the plastic boats 
under test were plagued with quality control difficulties, but 
these have been or are being eliminated. It is anticipated 
that plastic boats will greatly reduce maintenance costs and

therefore pay for themselves. In a recent issue of Navy 
Times an article appeared describing tests successfully per- 
formed by the U. S. Coast Guard on a 40 foot reinforced 
fiberglass boat of honeycomb construction. The boat had 
a 300 hp inboard engine with single screw drive. It was 
tested in 8-foot waves and was subjected to twice the force 
that steel and wood boats of the same size were ever ex- 
posed to. The boat was driven at 20 knots full speed into 
the waves, driving the crew to their knees. 

Considerable work in the other areas of small boat re- 
search has been performed at the Taylor Model Basin and 
has been summarized in many Model Basin publications. 
It should be realized that new types of small boats would 
not be quickly accepted by the operating people because 
the old 26-foot motor-whale boat is virtually unsinkable, 
although very slow. 

Now let us look from large ship and small boat research 
to other areas of current interest. First, it appears that the 
2-cycle engine—so familiar as outboard power—will not 
be replaced in the forseeable future. Other energy conver- 
sion techniques such as magnetohydrodynamics, thermal- 
electric power, solar batteries, ionic propulsion, etc., are 
not suitable for the small boat field. The gas turbine or gas 
turbine free-piston engine will give the 4-cycle inboard en- 
gines competition, but it is unlikely that they can be made 
to run competitively under 50 hp. 

In order to achieve the maximum speed, stability, and 
comfort in small boats operating in rough water, it has 
been thought that one solution may be that unconventional 
craft—the Hydrofoil boat. The Navy is currently consid- 
ering this type of craft for various applications. The hy- 
drofoil boat is not new. The first patents were issued in 
1905. In 1908 Capt. Richardson of the U. S. Navy worked 
on them. In 1911 a dingy was made to “fly” at 6 knots. 
Concurrently much research on hydrofoils was being done 
in Europe—primarily for seaplane operation to improve 
take off and landing characteristics. In 1919 Alexander 
Graham Bell tested a hydrofoil boat at 70 mph. Most of the 
people interested in hydrofoils turned their attention to air- 
planes so that the hydrofoil was given little consideration in

Europe until the 1930s and not in this country until after 
World War HI. Currently hydrofoil passenger boats are 
operating in Switzerland and Italy. There is quite a thriving 
hydrofoil boat industry in Germany supplying the boats. 

Let us briefly review the theory of the hydrofoil. An 
airplane wing or air foil as it is called, generates a lifting 
force by virtue of the fact that the total pressure on the 
bottom surface is greater than the total pressure on the top 
surface. This is achieved by the shape of the wing. The 
amount of lift depends upon the speed of the flow over the 
wing, the area of the wing, the density of the fluid flowing 
over the wing, and other factors. Water is 800 times as 
dense as air so that an airfoil in water generates 800 times 
the lift of air. This means that much less lifting surface is 
required in water. A hydrofoil therefore is nothing but a 
small airfoil operating in water. Hydrofoils are made to 
generate enough lift to keep the boat hull clear out of the 
water. In the “flying” condition, hydrofoil boats have noth- 
ing but a few square inches of foil surface submerged. 

Under these conditions the frictional drag and other drag 
components are drastically reduced. As rough-rule of 
thumb, a conventional boat operating on hydrofoils requires 
only half the horsepower needed to operate at the same 
speed without the foils. Or, with the same powerplant, a 
conventional boat can increase its top speed by 40 to 80 
per cent when flying on hydrofoils. 

To illustrate, we can look at comparison figures of tests 
run some time ago. A 26-foot boat with 125 hp and called 
Hypockets was able to do 20 knots without foils and 36 
knots on foils in smooth water, or 32 knots in 4-foot waves. 
Hypockets once outran a 63-foot air-sea rescue boat having 
the same rated speed of 36 knots. This was done in 5-foot 
swells. In other tests, a 25 knot 40-foot air-sea rescue boat 
could not keep up with a 25 knot 16-foot hydrofoil boat in 
a 4-foot chop. This illustrates one important advantage of 
hydrofoils: the ability to maintain high speed in rough wa- 
ter. Other advantages not yet mentioned are negligible 
wake and a minimum of roll and pitch. A hydrofoil boat 
runs very smoothly in waves up to about 5 feet and is very 
easy to operate. 

There are some disadvantages to hydrofoils, however. 
First is the added cost of the foil system (about $400 for a 
16-footer). Second is the longer shaft required on the pro- 
peller, since the boat may be as much as two feet out of 
the water. Another disadvantage is the vulnerability of the 
foils to damage by heavy objects in the water. 
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Super-cavitating propeller takes advan- 
tage of vacuum aft of blades to increase 
efficiency. Bubbles here decrease drag. 
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Looking out from the hub, blade has 
sharp leading edge, at top, but squared 
off trailing edge, improved “lift” ratio. 


Hydrofoils have many configurations, each using one of 
two control systems—angle of attack control, or wetted 
area control. Typical designs include V-type foils and lad- 
der-type foils (foil sections stacked one above the other 
like a ladder) which control the lift by the area of foil sec- 
tions in the water. These are called surface piercing foils. 
Completely submerged foils may be curved or straight, and 
use variable angle of attack of the foil to control lift. 

Much of the Navy’s research has gone into development 
of automatic control systems for hydrofoils. All of the 
hydrofoil boats sold for pleasure use manual control. Cur- 
rently ONR is building a 24-foot hydrofoil boat designed 
to use supercavitating propellers, a concept I will explain 
later. The Maritime Administration is sponsoring the de- 
sign of an 80-ton hydrofoil boat. Eventually fast ocean- 
going passenger hydrofoil liners are envisioned. These ships 
would travel at speeds of 80 to 100 knots and would cut the 
travel time to Europe considerably. Because weight is as 
critical in a hydrofoil ship as it is in an airplane, the hy- 
drofoil ships could be light weight coach-type ships without 
cabins. Passengers might sit on rows of comfortable coach 
seats. 

Current research in planing boats tries to reduce the boat 
area in the water to reduce friction by holding an air space 
under the hull. The extreme of this effort must be the hy- 
drofoil. It is almost immune to effects of waves (8 foot 
maximum for small boats), and provides a fast, smooth 
ride without requiring additional power. Currently some 
five or six companies build hydrofoils in this country. All 
of them started in the Navy’s research program. Only a 
few of them are still doing research for us, but several sell 
hydrofoil boats for pleasure use. Some of these are Baker 
Mfg. Co., Miami Shipbuilding and Dynamic Developments 
Division of Grumman Aircraft. These companies have the 
advantage of years of research and development. 

I would like to mention another area of interest to pleas- 
ure boatmen which we in ONR consider one of the few 
major breakthroughs in hydrodynamics in the last 30 years. 
I am speaking of course of the development of the super- 
cavitating propeller. This device eliminates one of the last 
stumbling blocks toward higher ship speeds. The search for 

high speed hull designs has been given new impetus be- 
cause we now have a means for propelling ships at the de- 
sired speeds. But let us first review propeller theory. 

If we take short airfoils or wings and fasten them to a 
shaft instead of a fusilage, we have an airplane propeller. 
Each wing or airfoil is thus known as a blade. The blades

are usually attached in a curved section so as to impart a 
spiral flow along the shaft. Marine propellers may be sim- 
ilarly described. In the operation of marine propellers there 
comes a time under certain conditions of thrust loading 
and/or speed where the local pressures in regions of high 
velocity are low enough to cause the water to boil or form 
bubbles of vapor. These bubbles persist on the blade down- 
stream until they reach regions of sufficiently high pres- 
sure to collapse them suddenly on the blades, causing se- 
rious erosion. This usually occurs on the aft end of the 
blades. Propeller efficiency drops rapidly, resulting in lower 
thrust and lower speed then anticipated. In addition, the 
formation and collapse of the bubbles may cause serious 
vibration to the ship. This phenomenon is referred to as 
cavitation. Heretofore it has been the limiting factor in 
attaining high speed. 

If the local pressure is: lowered still more, however, and 
the velocity increased, the bubbles above mentioned grow 
larger and may be larger than the blade. When they do 
collapse, they collapse behind the blade, or the bubble may 
remain in a steady state condition. This is referred to as 
the “supercavitating” region. Racing boats, air-sea rescue 
boats, and similar high speed craft have used conventional 
propellers operating in the supercavitating region. How- 
ever these propellers have a low efficiency in this region, 
and the efficiency continues to drop with increased speed. 
This factor has been accepted as a price to pay for operat- 
ing in this region. 

Now it is possible to design a propeller to operate effi- 
ciently in this region. Such propellers are called supercavi- 
tating propellers. The breakthrough referred to earlier was 
the mathematical solution to the problem whereby proper 
choice of the pressure face of the blade to give the desired 
lift-to-drag ratio enables the cavity or bubble shape to be 
calculated. The resultant cross section of the blade is a 
curved wedge instead of the conventional airfoil shape. 
Also the ends of the blade are usually square. 

The one outstanding feature of supercavitating propellers 
is the increase in efficiency with increased speed. In other 
words, the propeller gets better the faster it goes. Propeller 
efficiency depends upon its lift-to-drag ratio. When a pro- 
peller operates in the supercavitating region, the lift de- 
creases. But, with a supercavitating propeller, the drag is 
reduced faster than the lift, resulting in a higher efficiency. 
One of the first supercavitating propellers built was tested 
on a Canadian hydrofoil boat. The measured efficiency 
was 68% compared to a calculated 70%. 
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The one disadvantage of such propellers is their poor ef- 
ficiency at low speeds or in the noncavitating region. How- 
ever it is hoped to utilize these propellers at lower speeds 
by creating an artificial supercavitating condition through 
the use of ventilating air introduced at the blades. Propel- 
lers operating in this condition are referred to as ventilated. 
ONR is currently investigating ventilated propellers for 
several applications. 

There are several other research areas worthy of men- 
tion. A competitor of the marine propeller is the pump jet. 
It normally doesn’t become efficient until high speeds are 
reached. However its safety feature of having the propeller 
enclosed in a housing may be more important than effi- 
ciency, particularly for water skiing. I do not need to re- 
mind you of the accidents occurring each year involving 
a swimmer becoming entangled in a propeller. There are 
now at least two companies either developing or marketing 
a jet pump boat. These are both inboards. 

One other item worthy of mention here is the annular 
jet vehicle or ground-effect machine. . There is currently 
considerable interest here on the part of both industry and 
Government. The Navy is interested in these vehicles for 
both land and water applications. You have probably read 
about the British flying saucer recently tested over the Eng- 
lish Channel. This is an annular jet device. These vehicles 
operate on a cushion of air over land or water. The NASA 
began research on these devices some three years ago; 
Navy research in this area began in 1957 at the Taylor 
Model Basin. The Office of Naval Research started a con- 
tract research program in this area in 1958 through its 
Fluid Dynamics Branch, of which this writer is a member. 
So far, there is insufficient information available to deter- 
mine the actual usefulness of these devices to the Navy. 

And so, to summarize: 

1. Pleasure boatmen and the boating industry should 
take a close look at hydrofoils, supercavitating propellers, 
and jet pumps as sources of possible technological advance- 
ment. 

2. Continued improvement in small boat hull design is 
possible, but this will require people having adequate train- 
ing in hydrodynamics. 

3. The future improvement of pleasure boats is de- 
pendent upon the quality of technically trained personnel. 
The industry can no longer hope to stay ahead without em- 
ploying highly trained engineers and scientists. 

But from developments now in the offing, the future of 
pleasure boating looks bright. — G

CLEVELAND'S LAKESHORE 


Local clubs fought for—and won—more and 


better facilities for pleasure craft, and a 


program for teaching safety to newcomers

CCORDING TO HIS JOURNALS, and who can 
A dispute the written word of the man who surveyed 
most of Ohio’s “New Connecticut,” Moses Cleave- 
land arrived at the confluence of Lake Erie and the Cuy- 
ahoga River on July 22, 1796, “after a pleasant paddle 
along the lake from the eastward.” 

Today’s legions of yachtsmen and small craft enthusiasts 
are inclined to feel that Cleaveland was blessed with phe- 
nomenal luck since Lake Erie, usually as pleasant a body of 
freshwater as can be found in this world, is as tempera- 
mental as a prima donna. Comparatively shallow for its 
size (9,960 square miles), and as fickle as the varying 
winds that ruffle its surface, Lake Erie can, in a matter of 
minutes, be transformed from a sailor’s paradise into a 
chilling vista of ominous whitecaps. Indeed, many of 
Cleveland’s estimated 75,000 small craft owners commonly 
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refer to the international small craft warning flag as the 
“official Lake Erie Burgee,” since it flies so frequently. 

Influenced presumably by Cleveland’s thriving maritime 
trade, pioneer yachting clubs arose early in the city’s 
recreational life, and commercial vessels and pleasure craft 
have shared these waters in ever increasing numbers ever 
since. These early yachting clubs, organized in the 1850's 
were made up for the most part by people of social standing 
and substance. Popular, too, especially in the post-Civil 
War days were canoe clubs, made up, for the most part, of 
gay young blades who delighted in racing each other to 
lakefront picnic areas on Sunday afternoon. 

Oldest of the existing clubs, founded in 1878, is the 
Cleveland Yachting Club whose docks once dominated the 
waterfront near the city’s E. 9th Street pier, but now occupy 
an entire island in Rocky River, a few miles west of the 
Cuyahoga. Edgewater Yacht Club came into being in 1913 
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Since 1953, Cleveland has completed two large, protected, public boat harbors at Gordon and Edgewater Parks, with 
a combined capacity of 1000 boats, plus marinas east and west of the city in answer to the new boating boom.

and the Gordon Shore Boat Club, an outgrowth of an old 
canoe club, in 1925. Newer on the boating scene, but 
bustling with activity and establishing their own traditions, 
are the Lakeside Yacht Club, Forest City Yacht Club, the 
Northeast Yacht Club, Westlake Yacht Club and the West 
Shore Boat Club. 

To the west of Cleveland the famous old Lorain Yacht 
Club was founded in 1906 and the Vermilion Boat Club in 
1914, followed a quarter century later by the Vermilion 
Yacht Club. Eastward, the Chagrin Lagoons Yacht Club 
and the Mentor Yacht Club were formed just before the 
great depression. In every case, those clubs within a 50-mile 
radius of Cleveland enjoy a high percentage of membership 
from the city. 

Boating has always been a favorite avocation of Cleve- 
landers, but the numbers of boats and skippers have sky-

rocketed in recent years. The total number of outboards in 
use in the Greater Cleveland area jumped an amazing 7300 
in a one-year period. Distributors, too, say that a propor- 
tional number of 168,000 boat trailers sold in 1958 came 
to Cleveland owners, and hesitate to estimate the number 
of trailers assembled by ingenious do-it-yourselfers. 

Despite their apparent strength in number, boat owners 
and users were somewhat disorganized and seldom vocal in 
seeking improvements for their use along Greater Cleve- 
land’s 23-mile shpreline. The city, meanwhile, had spent 
over the years, millions of dollars in recreational funds to 
build baseball diamonds, tennis courts, golf courses and 
recreational outlets of limited use to enthusiasts of one kind 
or another. 

Things came to a head one night in 1953 when an 
aroused and now highly vociferous group of over 400 small 
craft owners and anglers met with a committee of city 
council. Councilmen, who thrive on statistics, listened at- 
tentively to a relentless recounting of funds spent for these 
other activities while the two most popular sports—fishing 
and boating, had little or no help. 

A succession of speakers that night aired thoroughly the 
problems of fishermen and boaters. There were few docks 
available for mooring and fuel supplies were, of necessity, 
obtained at neighborhood gas stations. Parking space near 
the water had been reduced or made inaccessible by new 
highway construction. 

Trailing their boats to other lakefront areas or inland 
lakes was no solution, the sportsmen argued, for here they 
were met with a confusing variety of local regulations and 
license fees. All this, they pointed out, because their own 
community in which they paid taxes, had failed to accord 
them equal treatment with baseball players, golfers, and 
square dancers. The picture painted was grim but factual. 

Statistics, such as 80,000 fishing licenses sold in Cleve- 
land in a single season, were, apparently, transposed in 
terms of voters to the councilmen, for action was almost 
immediate. In the intervening years since that 1953 meet- 
ing, the City of Cleveland has completed two large, pro- 
tected public boat harbors at Gordon Park and Edgewater 
Park, with a combined capacity of almost 1000 boats. It 
has also completed three boat-launching areas. The one at 
Gordon Park, for example, can handle up to 500 boats a 
day. Shortly after plans were announced, the Cleveland 
Metropolitan Park System, suddenly aware that they had

been neglecting a large segment of the recreation-minded 
population, built a ramp on their property along Rocky 
River, west of Cleveland. 

Meanwhile, many enterprising individuals, even more 
enthusiastic about statistics, had already taken cognizance 
of the boating boom. All along Lake Erie, but particularly 
in the areas readily accessible to Clevelanders, waterfront 
plots, large and small, that held any promise of being de- 
veloped at reasonable cost, were being snapped up by alert 
operators. On the east and west of the city marinas have 
sprung up in what was formerly useless marshland or farm 
pasture. Yacht clubs have expanded when they could, but 
from Fairport on the east to Vermilion and Huron on the 
west, the lakefront is now dotted with boating facilities that 
did not exist a few short years ago. 

In 1955, the Greater Cleveland Safety Council, alarmed 
by the increasing number of drownings and water accidents, 
took a long, hard look at their waterfront and came away 
shocked and disturbed. 

“We were not happy with our community’s water safety 
record,” says Paul J. Hoover, president of the group. 

Officials, from surveying the entire boating scene and 
from complaints received, could put their fingers on many 
potential and, in the past, actual causes of mishaps. Ex- 
perienced boatmen were not a problem. It was the vast 
armada of new craft, many of the novice skippers blessed 
with little knowledge of boating except how to start their 
motors and steer. Water skiers were zipping in front of 
and around the huge ore carriers entering and leaving the 
harbor. Hot-rod boat operators were risking the lives of 
many in their insane practices. Boats were ridiculously 
overloaded and in some cases fishermen were blissfully 
anchoring in the deep water freighter channels at night, 
often without lights. Compounding the problem was a con- 
tinual influx of new converts, day by day, getting their first 
taste of their new hobby. 

“It looked like a difficult task from the start,” says 
Hoover. “However, we at the Safety Council felt that in 
a concerted and sustained effort at establishing a water 
safety program we had many things to offer: 

1. Through our thousands of volunteer workers we could 

obtain public support of any boat safety program. 

2. The Council has the means of distributing literature 

and posters on boat safety through our divisions that 
cover factories, commercial companies, schools and 
private homes.

3. Our close relationship with the press, radio and tele- 
vision provides extensive coverage. 
Our constant work with the police departments and 
public officials of the various municipalities gives us 
good liaison for quick action on the local level. 
We have funds and a trained staff to handle the many 
details in connection with an energetic boat and water 
safety program.” 

The start of what has since become a model for commu- 
nity water safety programs began with a meeting with the 
eight agencies having an active interest in the subject. 
Represented were the United States Coast Guard, the 
Greater Cleveland Boating Association, the Cleveland Pow- 
er Squadron, the United States Coast Guard Auxiliary, the 
Red Cross, the Cleveland Chamber of Commerce, the 
United States Weather Bureau and the Ohio State Water- 
ways Safety Commission. 

That first meeting of minds was discouraging. Each group 
felt it had a well-developed and effective program and they 
could see no necessity to coordinate activities. Each ad- 
mitted, however, that not enough boat operators were being 
exposed to their training and educational programs. Each, 
too, recognized the urgent need for some form of safe 
boating regulations. Agreement on these two facets was at 
least a good starting point, although it took nearly three 
years and dozens of meetings to agree on the principle of 
coordination of the eight organizations. 

A new and separate division of the Greater Cleveland 
Safety Council was formed for Boating and Water Safety. 
Walter Liesegang, then commander of the Greater Cleve- 
land Boating Association and one of the city’s most enthu- 
siastic boat owners, was named vice president for the new 
division. 

Liesegang and representatives of other boat and yacht 
clubs had already been working at drawing up some sensi- 
ble boating regulations for the city’s waterways. Confer- 
ences with representatives of Great Lakes freighter opera- 
tors, commercial fishermen, water skiing clubs and skin 
diving groups provided -valuable information on the needs 
and problems of each. 

These regulations were adopted by city council in the 
form of an ordinance, establishing firm rules and providing 
for the prosecution of reckiess boat operators with stiff fines 
and, in serious cases, a jail sentence. 

“We were naturally aware of the Federal Boating Act on 
the horizon and the certainty of unified state laws,” says 
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Liesegang. “Our problem was immediate, but at the same 
time we tried to keep the rules in line with what we thought 
the coming state and federal regulations would include, to 
minimizing later confusion.” 

An added voice of authority was provided when Police 
Chief Frank Story assigned rotating shifts of police officers 
to ride the patrol boats the Coast Guard had volunteered. 
When city regulations were disregarded, the police officers 
could issue a summons, the violator to appear in municipal 
court, as in the case of an errant motorist. 

“This was the sort of help we needed to show the boating 
public we meant business,” Liesegang points out. “Up until 
then the Coast Guard had been doing a magnificent job, 
particularly in regard to inspections for safety equipment. 
However, operational infractions were hard to prosecute 
successfully because of the long delays and costs inherent in 
federal court cases.” 

Most important factor in the city’s awakening to water 
safety was, so the Safety Council asserts, not the impact of 
the new rules or the resulting arrests, but a concerted educa- 
tional program carried out throughout the city in 1958 by 
the organizations closest to the boating public. The Cleve- 
land Power Squadron enrolled over 500 people in its ele- 
mentary safe boating course and booked nearly 300 in its 
advanced courses. The Coast Guard Auxiliary trained over 
500 in its basic safe boat classes and had over 700 booked 
for its 1959 schedule. They also made 4,250 courtesy safety 
inspections. The Greater Cleveland Boating Association 
provided 35 illustrated lectures on safe boating practices to 
over 2,500 people in boat clubs and other groups. In the 
Greater Cleveland area too, the American Red Cross re- 
ported that more than 15,000 attended its courses on small 
craft and water safety. Over 10,000 United States Coast 
Guard boardings for safety inspections and the distribution 
of thousands of posters to offices, factories, schools, yacht 
clubs and municipal docking and launching facilities were 
other big factors in making Clevelanders water-safety- 
conscious. 

Young minds being receptive to schooling, most of the 
individual yacht and boat clubs have summertime classes 
in small craft handling and sailing for children in several 
age brackets. Often, after the courses have been completed, 
the young novices compete in events sponsored by the clubs, 
putting into practice lessons learned at the docks. 

“Recent statistics, released by the Outboard Boating Club 
of America, show that the fatality rate in outboard boating 
reached on all-time low in 1958 while the number of out- 
board motors in use increased 2,882,000 in the past nine 
years,” Liesegang points out. “These are national figures, 
of course, but we know that our program and others pat- 
terned after it played an important part in the falling acci- 
dent rate.” 

Many Clevelanders, too, feel that the cooperative water 
and boat safety program has done much to bring the 
individual clubs together, friendly rivalries notwithstanding. 
This new spirit of “togetherness” is manifested in the new 
local boating newspaper, the Inter-Yacht Club News, pub- 
lished by Alex J. Gruszka and Eugene M. Symms. 

Whoever coined the phrase “melting pot of humanity” 
must have had Cleveland’s boating public in mind. They 
run the gamut from laborer to board chairman; their chosen 
craft ranging from 12-foot skiffs and 10 h.p. motors to 
sleek, 65-foot luxury power cruisers, and from day sailers to 
big auxiliary yawls. An aggressive water and boat safety 
program recognizes no distinction, however, and the safety 
message is forcefully carried to all. 

The problems faced in Cleveland were not new, nor were 
they substantially different from those now confronting 
small craft owners and public officials in other communities. 
Spurred on by a declining water safety record, a growing 
army of small craft enthusiasts and the necessity for imme- 
diate action, Cleveland did something about it. If water 
safety is one of your community’s more pressing problems 
—take a long look at Cleveland! — G

any other waters prepares the small-boatman for 

a trip down the Mississippi. It is a cinch if tackled 
the right way, hell if not, and it is difficult to find out 
which is the right way because information is hard to 
come by. 

There are plenty of Tall Tales and Addled Assurances 
of course. One hears there are no gas stops, nowhere to 
tie-up, that small boats are swept into and sucked down by 
whirlpools, run down by towboats, and sunk by the terrible 
debris. On the other hand, one hears there are no problems, 
plenty of gas, and that it is just a breeze going down river 
where the weather can’t touch you and you can make fan- 
tastic time with the aid of a nine knot current. There is 
a shortage of non-romantic literature on the subject, and 
charts can be no more than a rough guide for waters whose 
channels vary by miles, and levels by 50 or 60 feet! Ap- 
proaching, as I did, from the Illinois River can be mis- 
leading. Though the Illinois is a broad river and given to 
flooding too, it is comparatively conservative and orderly, 
whereas the Mississippi in its lower reaches is not the least 
conservative or orderly, and at times one strongly suspects 
it is not even a river. . . 

The Mississippi showed its teeth to me at the moment I 
set keel in it at Grafton where the Mississippi joins the 
Illinois and begins to form the lovely island studded Alton 
Lake. A strong south wind was blowing, and when a strong 
wind meets a strong current the resultant chop makes a 
sailor wish he had stayed on the farm. The waves were 
high, steep, concave, hard as concrete and full of mud. If 
there were prizes for it, I guess the Mississippi would win 
for being the most turgid. It was a Saturday afternoon when 
I saw these teeth for the first time and there were a number 
of pleasure craft out pleasure bent, but it wasn’t long before 
they all rocked off for home or the nearest shelter. One 
crawled under the cliffs on the Illinois side of the River 
and made fast to overhanging tree branches, more con- 
servative myself, I went across to the Missouri side and 
took shelter in a harbor in the ordinary way. 

This was at the Venetian Harbor at Portage Des Sioux 
where all the slips are covered and the entrance is just boat 
wide and the weather can hardly get at you at all. This 
was just as well because at that time the weather was getting 
at every place it could, with hurricanes in the Gulf, ty- 
phoons in the Far East, and tornadoes in my neck of the 
woods. For a week or more it rained and blew, lightning 
flickered constantly and tornado warnings came thick and 
fast over the radio as one storm followed another. 

Then at last, when it seemed there was a break in the 
weather, I took off. It was still blowing, but from the west, 
which made it awkward only in places where the river took 
a westerly direction. Incidentally, you would be surprised 
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how many times the river takes a northerly course when 
going south. The river had risen and there was a lot of 
unnecessary stuff: trees, logs and things going downstream. 
I went through two locks, at Alton and Chain of Rocks, 
alone except for the debris, most of which was much longer 
than Gemini. These lock are enormous, and when a wind 
gets in the bottom of them a small boat just about takes 
off. A line is thrown for you to hold in these locks, and 
keeping hold of that, keeping the boat off the walls and the 
logs off the boat made for an active operation. The Chain 
of Rocks lock is new and remarkable for simple folks like 
myself; it has gates that rise up out of the water like whales’ 
backs and jolly bollards inset in the walls that slide up and 
down as the water rises or falls. 

The River begins to funnel at St. Louis. The current 
increases near the bridges; the wind making waves and the 
waves hide monstrous debris. I was pretty tired of the 
whole thing and put into the Mound City Boat Works at 
St. Louis for some gas and cogitation. The Mound City 
Boat Works is a typical river harbor. It is obviously im- 
practicable to build permanent structures where the water 
height varies so tremendously and unpredictably. Half 
the time they would be under water or else high and dry, so 
docks are formed by a series of barges which are attached 
to the shore by strong cables and winched in and out as the 
water rises and falls. Sometimes an old sternwheeler forms 
part of the harbor, which adds local color, and structures 
are erected on barges for clubrooms and showers, lending 
an appearance of purely spurious solidity, for it is not un- 
known for the whole works, boats and all, to be swept 
away when The River goes on the rampage. 

Right now the river was busy going on a minor rampage. 
It was rising rapidly, and rafts of logs swirled by at an in- 
credible rate of knots. Whole trees tore past, complete with 
roots and branches. At times the debris stretched clear 
across the river. Once a red nun buoy swung by, weaving 
and plunging on a wild ride to freedom. The channel buoys 
began to disappear, drowning on their mooring chains and 
becoming a hazard instead of an aid to navigation. A thou- 
sand miles of river lay ahead of me and I viewed the pros- 
pect with misgiving. 

Would conditions improve, I wondered, if I waited a few 
days, or was this the sort of thing to expect all the way to 
New Orleans? Local intelligence behaved as local intelli- 
gence does the world over, giving the report it thinks you 
want to hear. If you appear to be in a hurry, then it is O.K. 
to go—keep upwind of the debris and you'll be all right. 
And if you seem to have time to spare, then it is worthwhile 
waiting, which leaves you no wiser. 

Fortunately I met the Pattersons of the cruiser Jmp

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(registered South Dakota for the now-I’ve-seen-all depart- 
ment). They were waiting it out at St. Louis, believing, as 
I do, that pleasure cruising should be fun. Mr. and Mrs. 
Patterson had made several trips up and down the Missis- 
sippi with the river at all stages and had made a study of 
cruising it. They knew just where and how to get gas, the 
best places to tie-up, and under what conditions it was best 
to travel. Generously, they shared this knowledge so that 
my trip down the river was a breeze, quite one of the most 
interesting and enjoyable parts of the whole cruise. But 
without their valuable know-how it might well have been 
one of the worst. 

Every night the Pattersons reported to me the river 
stages, as broadcast over the ship-to-shore radio for the 
benefit of commercial traffic, and every night it seemed 
the river would never stop rising. And the higher it rose 
the more debris it brought down. Then at last there was 
a drop at St. Louis, and the waters began to clear. We gave 
it a couple more days so that we would not catch up with 
the flood and debris as it moved down river and then set out. 

My usual method of power cruising in inland waters is 
to keep the gas tanks topped up and choose the overnight 
stops as it gets near sundown. This doesn’t work on the 
river. Gas stops dictated the days’ runs, which at times 
were only 50 miles. But it might take four or more hours 
to get gas, and the next stop might be 150 miles away. It 
is extremely unwise to cruise the river at night and I cer- 
tainly did not relish anchoring in the swift current. There 
are various tributaries and cut-offs where one might anchor, 
but they must be approached very carefully as depths can- 
not be shown on the chart of course, and they are changing 
all the time. It is not impossible for the level to fall over- 
night to such an extent as to leave you up a creek without 
any water at all. This can happen, too, if you choose to 
spend a night on a sandbar. 

It is impossible to tie up where the river banks are 
revetted, and not too safe to tie up where they are not, for 
the river is permanently employed on a big scouring job 
and towboats have been buried under a sudden landfall. 
There may be an occasional barge or towboat moored along 
the shores to which one can make fast for the night, but 
one cannot rely on finding one when wanted or be sure it 
will not be moved during the night. 

Never one to look for trouble, I chose my stops conserv- 
tively. My first one from St. Louis was at Cape Girardeau 
127 miles away. The scenery was impressive, the skies were 
bright and the water reasonably calm. But it was a fairly 
anxious trip, as I had yet to “learn” the look of the lights, 
daymarks and disposition of buoys, and it is very hard to 
80

see going downstream as you are going into the sun most 
of the time. Also a number of buoys were “drowned,” just 
a bubble of water indicating their presence, which pre- 
sented a formidable hazard. The Corps of Engineers are 
forever laying out and lifting buoys to mark the channels 
at low or high stages, but it is unavoidable that the river is 
always a little ahead of them. Strictly speaking, in their 
own interests, at flood stages when the buoys are drowned 
small boats should not be out om the river. Then too, on 
the run to Cape Girardeau I ran into a lot of debris. It is 
easy to avoid the stuff you can see, but there is also a lot 
you can’t see—I hit a submerged log, not very hard, but it 
cost a wheel. Fortunately I was not very far from Cape 
Girardeau at that point and had another motor with which 
to finish the run. Also I had spare wheels aboard and it is 
no problem to change them on an outboard, but there are 
many travellers on the river who are not so lucky. If there 
is debris about you are going to hit some, and whether you 
sustain any serious damage or not is purely a question of 
luck. Everywhere I stopped I heard sad tales of bent shafts, 
busted props, stove-in hulls. One boat was hauled four 
times between St. Louis and Memphis. 

There is a gas pump on a small floating dock just before 
one reaches the walled town of Cape Girardeau operated 
by an eager, helpful little boat club and it was here that I 
met another of the river hazards. Fog. I woke in the morn- 
ing to find the world reduced to a matter of feet. It is folly 
to proceed unless the visibility is good on the river because 
even if you don’t mind running aground, no one surely 
wants to take the risk of being run down by a towboat. 
Which would never even know it had hit you. Towboats 
are to be respected at all times. They push fantastic loads 
and are not easily maneuverable, and they leave a wicked 
wake which churns up the river for miles. It is advisable 
to avoid passing one on the landward side. 

But the fog did not last long and I had a lovely sunny 
run to Cairo, which lies on the Ohio River, a nice clean 
river whose waters are reluctant to mix with the muddy 
Mississippi so that they run together side by side, thick and 
thin, for several miles. The gas situation at Cairo comes 
and goes. The local yacht club is defunct, and when I was 
there the gas pump, leaking frighteningly, was operated in 
the evenings only by the Sea Scouts. I have heard since 
that even they have given up, but at least one can tie-up 
there for the night, for the next stop is at Carruthersville, 
114 miles down river. The Carruthersville Yacht Club has a 
small dock and gas pump up a sheltered creek which lies 
on the right bank going downstream. The entrance is about 
a mile above the town and quite easy to overlook. Inci- 
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This attractive, compact little seafaring village with its white, red-roofed houses set in groves 
of coconut palms and flowering shrubs, presents one of the most picturesque harbors in the 
Bahamas. On approaching from Nassau, steer for the southwest corner of Charles Island which 
marks the old entrance channel, now used only by small local boats, then follow the shore line 
closely, well north of the pointers where depths run from five to six feet at low water. Once 
past the pair of port and starboard stakes, the channel turns northward and the dredged en- 
trance is easily apparent. Good anchorage may be found anywhere in the harbor with depths 
from nine to seventeen feet. Here, in addition to its famous water, fruits, vegetables and 
seafood are in abundance. Limited quantities of groceries and gasoline are also available and 
there is a marine railway capable of taking vessels up to five and one half foot draft. This is

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dentally, amongst river folk, the “right” bank remains right, 
even when going upstream. 

My next stop was at Memphis, 120 miles further on the 
way and, with the exception of Greenville, the best stop on 
the river. Memphis is a very attractive, friendly town with 
a strongly developed civic pride. The yacht club is ex- 
tremely hospitable and has all the facilities, as well as being 
within walking distance of the downtown section—which 
always makes a big appeal to the transient boatman. Mem- 
phis is a very active river town, and there is a fine new 
harbor project being developed in a lake a few miles down

the river, primarily of course for commercial traffic. But 
Memphis also boasts a thriving, 16,000, pleasure boat 
population. 

The lack of boats on the river is very noticeable. Outside 
of towboats and a few cruisers southward bound I saw very, 
very few boats, probably half a dozen in a thousand miles. 
Altogether it is a very lonely stretch of water on which you 
see little of anything, even the few towns being hidden 
behind levees. There are no facilities at Helena, 73 miles 
below Memphis, but there is a gas pump operated by a 
friendly if occasional attendant, a good little dock to tie 
up to. 

And there is the Pelican. The Pelican is an enormous 
deep breathing monster with a tin piping voice masquerad- 
ing as a train ferry. A side-wheeler that I could hardly 
take my eyes off, and if she hadn’t stopped running in the 
afternoon I'd have sat up all night to watch her. The Pelican 
is one of the few paddle boats still operating. The Engineers 
still have one, the Mississippi, which I met one day, and she 
really threw a wake. It must have taken the river five miles 
to settle down after her passing. But they tell me that the 
worst of all in this respect was the Sprague, a sternwheeler 
now used to house the Vicksburg Yacht Club. Her wheel 
was 40 feet by 40 feet and she left a wake with a 12-foot 
wave. She caused so much damage to the revetments and 
sank so many boats she was finally retired from the river. 
Unfortunately I did not see her as she had gone on tem- 
porary exhibition at Pittsburgh. 

On the way to Greenville, the next stop and a run of 
over 130 miles, I passed two young men floating down river 
in rubber tires bound for New Orleans. It seemed a cold 
uncomfortable way of travelling and I wondered how they 
coped with the whirlpools. These did not affect Gemini, as 
her speed carried her over them, but I don’t imagine a 
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rubber tire could offer much resistance and would have to 
whirl where the whirlpool wanted to go. Greenville is an 
interesting fast developing town and the yacht club there 
is most hospitable. It is also the last link, so to speak, with 
civilization for the boatman bound for New Orleans. There 
are only four more travelling days to the end of the line 
but the stops are far between and the facilities are nil. 
Vicksburg is a perpendicular town lying 103 miles below 
Greenville on the Yazoo River, a fairly unlikely name, but 
the grocery store I went to there was called the Jitney 
Jungle, which seems even more unlikely. In fact the whole 
harbor is highly improbable now that the Yacht Club is up 
at Pittsburgh and you have to tie up to an astonishing mess 
of barges, but at least there is a gas pump at Vicksburg 
and it is the last one sees until New Orleans. 

The temperature which had been on the low side ever 
since Milwaukee soared into the eighties for a lovely run 
down to Vidalia from Vicksburg. Vidalia is on the right 
bank opposite the historic town of Natchez. Neither town 
has anything to offer the boatman. There is a tiny floating 
dock-like arrangement at Natchez and nothing at Vidalia. 
But Vidalia was on the leeward side of the river, and 
Gemini spent the night comfortably enough alongside a 
tugboat and was gassed up from a gas truck that came over 
the levee down to the shore and got somewhat bogged in. 
the loose gravel. The gas hose was brought out to the boat 
by dinghy and of course everyone in sight was involved in 
the operation. People on the river certainly make up in 
friendliness and cooperation for what they lack in facilities. 
Overnight the temperature plummeted to 30 and the run to 
Baton Rouge next morning was the coldest I’ve made since 
I was in northern Scotland. It was a rough run too, but I 
didn’t care, I drove crashbangtinkle to get to Baton Rouge 
before I became brittle and cracked as did the aluminum 
casting that supports the top. 

Ocean steamers come upriver to Baton Rouge where they 
anchor midstream and generally clutter up the fairway. 
Towboats are everywhere but there is nothing, nothing for 
the pleasure boat. Red’s Boat Store, a provisioning base for 
commercial vessels, allows you to tie alongside their barges, 
and if the water is high enough a small boat can creep 
round in back of the barges and lie protected. But large 
boats must lie outside and take what comes, which can be 
pretty rough. One refuels at a tanker, a midstream refuel- 
ling vessel, if it is not midstream refuelling someone. Again 
this is a courtesy accommodation, because the pleasure 
boats have to be refuelled from 50-gallon drums which are 
carried on deck. This is quite an operation, but put through 
in the usual good natured obliging manner customary in 
the South. 

On the way to New Orleans I passed a towboat called 
Felicity Anne, which gave me a nostalgic moment or two, 
and coincidentally in the lock at New Orleans, the skipper 
of the tugboat alongside which Gemini was tied, said, “Hey, 
I remember you—in New York Harbor with a sailboat after 
your Atlantic crossing. 

New Orleans was unusually quiet with very little river 
activity going on. Normally there are several tows waiting at 
the lock, but the gates were open and I went straight through. 
From there it was but a skip and a jump to the Municipal 
Harbor on Lake Pontchartrain and the Mississippi section 
of the cruise was over. 

It is a trip I should like to make again one day. But not 
alone next time. Single-handed you miss a lot of the scenery 
for you are too busy checking lights and buoys, which come 
up fast when your cruising speed is 25 mph, as well as 
keeping a sharp eye out for logs. No time to take in much 
of the view. Some people seem to think this is no loss, but 
I do not agree. To me, the great wide winding river is very 
beautiful, and I look forward to having another longer look 
at it one day. — G

Ventnor spells speed-on-the-water, for under the direc- 

tion of the late Adolph Appel and in more recent years 
the designing acumen of Arno Appel, Ventnor’s speedboat- 
ing accomplishments have been legend. Such famous Vent- 
nor-designed and built Gold Cup winners as My Sin, Tempo 
VI and Miss Pepsi V were awesome sights at the peaks 
of their careers. 

Many of today’s pleasure boatmen who gained their ini- 
tial zest for the water in the Navy may have been skipper or 
crew on one of the Ventnor 85’ or 104’ air-sea rescue boats 
or 110’ sub chasers which earned the coveted Army and 
Navy E award. 

However, neither flashing speed nor combat starkness 
were features that attracted us to Ventnor’s latest produc- 
tion model, its 1960 28’ cruising skiff. Rather our interest 
stemmed from a series of thoughtful and unique features 
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Ty SOME POWERBOATING enthusiasts, the name 


that were incorporated into this blue water, all-family four- 
sleeper. 

This Ventnor is 27'10” in overall length. It has a 10/2” 
beam and though the particular model we tested had been 
christened Harmony, its interior finish and much of its 
planning are reminiscent of Appel’s own custom-built Fan- 
tasia. 

The price of the boat with standard equipment fitted with 
twin direct drive 177 hp Chrysler installations is $10,495. 
Harmony would list at $11,130 with the same power. The 
additional $635 represent a number of items that the boat- 
man must have in order to conform with Coast Guard 
regulations and recommendations, plus some accessory fea- 
tures that add to comfort though you could cruise without 
them. The optionals include what Ventnor terms a Coast- 
Guard Kit: anchor and anchor rode, two mooring lines, 
two 2% pound dry chemical fire extinguishers, four jacket- 
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type life preservers, and a fog bell at $105. An electric 
windshield wiper at $40, electric bilge pump, $75, and 
electric bilge blower at $50 were also items on Harmony 
that are optional extras. Convertible top and side curtains 
certainly add to comfort and the $195 price plus $85 addi- 
tional for a backdrop is not excessive. Another item on the 
boat we tested that wasn’t standard is 110-volt wiring which 
costs $85, including a 50’ extension cord. This option cer- 
tainly will be worthwhile for any owner planning to cruise 
extensively with stopovers at marinas where shore current 
is available. 

Our rating of excellent for safety was based in part on 
such items as the double-planked bottom, sturdy oak fram- 
ing, heavy oak stringer and keels and other rugged struc- 
tural features. 

The deck hardware and the oak mooring post with 
chrome bit will keep the skiff from straying from her moor- 
ing. Windshield and cabin 4” thick safety glass throughout 
will relieve the skipper from worry of shattering glass dur- 
ing a heavy blow or accidental breakage if topside or 
interior gear should be tossed about. 

The plywood decking is faced with a non-skid surface. 
Cabin top grab rails offer secure handholds, as do the stain- 
less steel bridge grab rails. 

Smaller thoughtful items have also been considered by 
her designers. The three-burner propane gas galley stove, 
which in standard format is fitted with a five-pound pro- 
pane tank, has been installed with the thought of safety 
foremost. The back of the covering board is metal faced, 
and the tank is mounted in a neat, mahogany faced, metal- 
lined box located in the cockpit; the box is fitted with an 
overboard vent. 

Stainless steel trim around the engine access hatches fits 
snugly and has no jagged corners or sharp edges. The same 
applies to two additional cockpit hatches which offer easy 
access to the rudder mechanisms. 

The cockpit rail is sufficiently high to prevent any acci- 
dental stumbling overboard should a passenger lose his 
balance. Perhaps of greatest importance is the unobstructed 
helmsman’s vision and a well thought-out control panel with 
the Marmac hydraulic engine and shift controls in a com- 
fortable and convenient location for safe handling. 

In the comfort rating, we graded the Ventnor above- 
average. Since this particular boat had been designed with 
all family cruising as a primary function, we deviated from 
our normal testing approach by viewing comfort not only 
through the skipper’s eyes but also through the eyes of the 
skipper’s wife. 

Comfort rating was reduced from a potential excellent to 
above-average because of two factors, though aside from 
these I found the boat to be one of the most comfortable 
28-footers I had ever been aboard. 
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This plastic-covered, accordion-pleat door 
separates main and forward cabin.

At anything above a cruising speed of about 2400 rpm 
the after section of the cockpit was wet. At low speeds 
exhaust gases tend to roll up over the transom. My own 
feeling on this was that the four exhaust lines are placed 
too deep on the transom so that the pressure of the exhaust 
gas tends to pick up water from the wake where it is caught 
by the turbulent air stream billowing in behind the stern. 
It’s more than possible that this detracting feature may be 
corrected, but there were no two ways about it, the aft 
section of Harmony’s cockpit was wet. 

I also found the noise level objectionable. This is com- 
monplace aboard most highly-powered modest sized 
cruisers. It will be partially remedied in future models, for 
the manufacturer is already installing acoustic tile to the 
underside of the cockpit flooring of its present production 
models. However, | would strongly recommend an addi-

tional optional feature that wasn’t on the model we tested: 
exhaust mufflers. These list at $25 apiece. The twin V-in- 
stallation would require four but what’s another $100 added 
to an $11,000 investment? 

Her clinker design and soft forward lines combine to 
make her easy riding in a chop. No owner will need worry 
about pounding. She is also a stable boat, has little tendency 
to roll, is notably lacking in tenderness, and even at full 
rpm speed with hard port or starboard helm, she will not 
toss about the unwary. 

Her adaptability is excellent. One unique feature is wholly 
exclusive to the Ventnor 28 though it’s a feature we expect 
to see widely copied. This is the Sea Steps, a hinged transom 
boarding ladder that is certain to make this boat a favorite 
with swimming, skin diving and underwater photography 
fans. It should be equally popular with water skiers, and 
fishermen, who will find the Sea Steps a spot to pull aboard 
real game fish easily and a feature that may bring some of 
the big ones which otherwise might be pretty hard to gaff 
over the rail. The Sea Steps will also eliminate a boarding 
struggle from a dinghy for the guy or gal en route back 
from market with an armload of groceries, a case of beer, 
or a 50 pound chunk of ice. 

My own first mate felt even more strongly about the 
Ventnor’s adaptability; here are her comments: 

“Perhaps I don’t have the proper pioneer spirit, but one 
of my pet peeves is the so-called ‘vacation’ when the lady 
of the family must lower her standards and put up with 
inconveniences, primitive discomforts; and work much 
harder than she does at home. I am not an advocate of 
roughing it. 

“For this reason, I rate the arrangement of the cabins of 
the Ventnor 28 with a resounding excellent for a combina- 
tion of comfort, styling and adaptability. The cabins epito- 
mize gracious living afloat. Here is one moderate sized boat 
on which you do not have to live in a clutter of sink, stove 
and cooking ware, sleep on the dining room table or serve 
cocktails in the kitchen. 
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‘Sea Steps’ should prove 
popular with water skiers, 
swimmers and skin-diving 
fans as well as big 

game fishermen. And it’s 
also convenient for 
boarding from a dinghy. 


“The main cabin offers a spacious 48 square feet of 
living area. It is furnished as standard equipment with an 
attractive Castro settee, which converts into a normal apart- 
ment style double bed, and two Samsonite aluminum occa- 
sional chairs, which are lightweight and can be carried out 
to the cockpit for daytime use. In fact, as far as adaptability 
is concerned, the restless housekeeper can rearrange the 
furniture in the cabin to her heart's delight. The settee is not 
fixed though it has rubber casters under the legs to keep it 
from sliding around. It can be moved about to suit the 
living-room arrangement of your choice. 

“To the starboard side is what appears to be a handsome 
mahogany buffet, with sliding drawers and cupboard storage 
beneath. Many an apartment kitchen could take a tip from 
this design because under the top is concealed a generous 
11%” x 19%” by 6” deep stainless steel sink with wooden 
drain-cutting board and a three-burner stove. The center 
doors beneath the buffet conceal a metal-lined icebox. 

The dining table, which for storage straps in place up- 
right in the roomy closet forward of the buffet, is formica 
topped. Though there is a lip around the edge to prevent 
chinaware from sliding off in rough going, the corners have 
been left open so that the table can be easily wiped down 
(scene woman helped in the planning of this boat, I suspect, 
or a man accustomed to helping around the house!). With 
the 28” by 481%” table in place before the settee and the 
two arm chairs drawn up, you have a spacious and comfort- 
able dining area for four. With the sink and stove lids 
closed, the buffet can be used as a serving sideboard and you 
do not have the feeling of eating in the kitchen. 

“The head (john, if you must) is also bright and airy and 
has a nearly full length mirror on the inside of the door. 

“An accordion fold door separates the two cabins. I 
wasn’t too crazy about the door, especially since it locked 
on the inside, and I wouldn’t want my children to lock 
themselves in, but I am sure a different latch arrangement 
can be worked out. 

“The forward cabin is also equipped with a couch ar-

rangement, the back of which swings up and, supported by 
straps (which are extremely easy to snap in place), forms 
double decker full-length 30” wide bunks for sleeping. The 
bunk mattresses are filled with a plastic foam lining which 
is Claimed not to absorb odors and is fire retardant. We 
tried to burn some of it and it would not support fire. 

“The curtains in the forward cabin are hung on double 
aluminum rods top and bottom of the large windows so they 
will not flap in the breezes but will stay open or closed as 
you wish. 

“I felt strongly that any woman, and her whole family, 
too, no matter how spoiled, would be extremely comfortable 
in the gracious cabins of the Ventnor 28.” 

We rated this cruiser above-average in durability. 1 care- 
fully inspected a number of companion models in varying 
stages of production on the line and noted a number of 
plus features not normally applied to similar boats built by 
Ventnor’s competition. 

One of these is the %” white oak over felt wormshoe 
applied to the outside of her 3” by 12” keel. In her specs, 
the keel may be alternately constructed of white oak or fir. 
The models I checked had select grained white oak keels. 
Her bottom consists of 4” marine plywood, covered with 
canvas laid in bedding compound plus a %” solid mahogany 
planked outer skin. The transom, too, is double planked 
and the %” overlapped strakes of her sides also are of %” 
solid mahogany. Silicon bronze fastenings are used through- 
out. Struts and rudders are manganese bronze; shafts are 
Tobin bronze, strength equivalent of Monel. 

Her two baffled 50-gallon gas tanks are Monel, and 
the 20-gallon fresh water tank is fabricated of stainless steel. 
Her oak sheer rails are protected with a stainless steel strip 
as is the stem, though the latter is referred to as a stainless 
steel cutwater, which is an exaggeration. 

Her cabin top is constructed of marine plywood, covered 
with bedded, trowel-filled and painted canvas. The finish 
throughout is excellent and her side paint is as smooth as 
baked enamel.

Cabin windows are fitted with self-draining sliding glass 
window grooves, /2” higher on the inside than the outside 
as an added protection against the entry of beating rain or 
driven seas. Her cabin windows are also fitted with unique 
overhang “eyebrows” which blend neatly into the design 
of the cabin. She is screened throughout with fiberglass 
mesh. 

The Ventnor 28 is built to last. She’s too ruggedly con- 
structed to shake apart, and her builders have not cut cor- 
ners on materials or the “homework” type of production 
labor. Her cabin bulkheads have been carefully fitted to her 
sides. Trim hasn't been used as a cover up for sleezy work- 
manship. 

However, like any wood boat, past or present, she will 
need loving care, attention, and periodic refinishing. 

We gave her an excellent in styling despite the somewhat 
boxy exterior appearance of her cabin, for she is styled with 
adaptability and comfort foremost. She’s a product of utility 
rather than high style flash, which all too often comes from 
draftsmen more talented in designing streamlined carpet 
sweepers, deep freeze or TV units. 

The Ventnor’s performance is also above-average. The 
Harmony was fitted with 13 by 15 Stannus wheels. Here’s 
what I recorded as averages of two-way clocked runs with 
and against the tide over a measured half mile: 

At 2400 rpm, she clocked 24.928 mph. 

At 2600 rpm, 26.925 mph. 

At 3000 rpm, 28.852 mph. 

At 3400 rpm (near engine peak), 30.108 mph. 

The fastest half-mile I recorded was running with the 
incoming tide when she made a one-way speed of 34.091 
mph and her tach needles were steady at close to 3500 rpm. 
In any of these speed ranges, she could be turned easily, 
either port or starboard and showed very little drop in 
speed in hard-radiused 180 degree arcing. 

Starting into a hard turn at 3000 rpm, she was able to 
reverse direction while lugging down only 50 rpm. At a 
cruising speed of 2600 rpm she had a slight tendency to 
fall off to the starboard but not enough to require excessive 
pressure on the helm to maintain course. — G

THE REMARKABLE DORY 


This boat has served sailormen well, and many of today's 


able pleasure craft are direct descendants of the line 


By John Gardner 

HE DORY, and the fisherman who rowed it, are a part 
T° the maritime heritage that changed America from a 
group of shore-bound colonies into a nation with ships 
that ranged the waters of the world. From the icy, fog- 
wreathed outports of Newfoundland and Nova Scotia, from 
Portugal, from New Bedford, Fall River and Gloucester, 
countless men have sailed in schooners to the Grand Banks 
to handline from dories for halibut and cod. To find success 
in the North Atlantic, men and boats had to be tough and 
able, and the Banks fisherman and his dory were just that. 
In the fall of 1880, Thomas R. Lee of Gloucester, while 
hauling a halibut trawl on the Grand Bank, was thrown 
from his dory by a heavy sea. Struggling toward the sur-

face, he drove one of the big hooks completely through his 
finger. Grabbing the trawl above his head with his other 
hand, he ripped himself free. As he floundered to the gun- 
wale, another hook caught in his clothing. His dory mate 
was too stunned to help. When he finally rolled over the 
side back aboard, he fell spent in the bottom of the dory. 
And, concludes the old Fisheries Commission account: 
“This is an instance of the dogged pluck of the typical 
Gloucester fisherman, for after recovering from the first 
exhaustion, he persisted in hauling his trawl and filling his 

dory with fish, before returning to the vessel.” 
It was all in the day’s work. And some did not come 
back. Dory men froze to death at the oars, disappeared in

the fog never to be seen again, went to the bottom when 
their over-loaded dories swamped in the icy waters of the 
Grand Bank. 

Thousands and thousands of men in dories. Their travail 
helped build the strength and wealth of this country, and 
made Gloucester at. one time the greatest fishing port in 
the world. So, like the covered wagon, the Bank dory has 
become a symbol of past greatness. 


Tradition has it that the Bank dory [Fig. 1] was “in-

vented” shortly after the American Revolution by Simeon 
Lowell at Amesbury, Massachusetts. North Atlantic fish- 
ing demanded a work boat that was cheap, rugged, able, 
and capable of great burden. The Bank dory is all that and 
more. Its stiff, wide-board sides allow removable thwarts, 
so that many dories may be stacked or “nested” on the deck 
of the fishing vessel. It is true that unloaded the Bank dory 
is cranky and awkward. But put in a thousand pounds of 
fish, and she settles down and stiffens up wonderfully. It 
should be understood that the Bank dory is not the easiest 
boat to row, either light or loaded. Nor is the type well 
adapted for sailing. 

The shore fishermen used few Bank dories, choosing 
types less heavy and clumsy. Wherries and peapods pre- 
dominated in Maine. Massachusetts lobstermen developed 
a lighter, easier-rowing, round-sided dory, now widely 
known as the Swampscott dory [Fig. 2]. 

It has been reasoned that the more shapely, round-sided 
shore dories are refinements of a primitive straight-sided 
prototype. But it seems more likely that both types derived 
from the wherry [Fig. 3]. The wherry is old. In Penobscott 
Bay wherries survived until recently as work boats. 

Wherries are superb sea boats. They are round-sided, 
deep, slack-bilged, and clinker planked. A plank keel makes 
a narrow, flat bottom. Virtually a double-ender on the 
water, the wherry’s transom rises tall, pinched, and raking 
aft. Like the Bank dory, the wherry trims higher at stern 
than at bow. Also like the dory, the wherry has single- 
futtock (single-rib) sawn frames set in matched pairs that 
cross on the bottom board.

Simeon Lowell’s “invention” appears to have been a sim- 
plification of wherry lines to allow easy planking with wide 
pine boards, which were then plentiful and inexpensive. 
This meant a cheap, mass-produced work boat. Old Simeon 
is said to have called his “invention” a “wherry,” although 
the Cape Ann fishermen called it a dory. 

The round dories developed with the lobster fishery. Lob- 
stermen became proficient in sailing them, and by the 1880's

were racing them for fun—on Sunday mornings and gala 
holidays like the Fourth of July. Dory racing clubs sprang 
up. At the turn of the century interest was hot in North 
Shore towns such as Nahant, Swampscott, and Marblehead. 

In 1898 Robertson of Nahant built the Clipper dory, an 
open 20-footer on slimmed workboat lines. Down the 
beach in Swampscott, Elbridge Gerry Emmons’s dory fac- 
tory was turning out specialized racing dories advertised and 
sold from the Adirondacks to Florida and west to the Great 
Lakes. Eventually, all round dories got to be called Swamp- 
scott dories, except in Marblehead and Salem [Fig. 4]. 
The Beachcomber Club in Marblehead and the Alpha Club 
in Salem raced a champion product from the Marblehead 
shop of Bill Chamberlain. Eventually the “Beachcomber,” 
and other undecked semi-work dories, had to give way to 
more powerful and specialized racing dories. 

The most active and numerous sailing dory class today 
is the Massachusetts Bay Indians with some 30 boats racing 
in Boston harbor, and perhaps 20 more on Narragansett 
Bay. The Indian was designed by Alden in 1923 and built 
by Chamberlain of Marblehead. Another big sailing dory is 
the 18 foot Yankee designed by Brown of Marblehead, of 
which a few are still raced by Swampscott owners. The 
Marblehead Town Class is also a dory. 

Just as soon as gasoline engines appeared, fishermen be- 
gan putting them in dories. Chamberlain built a round, 
double-ended, partly-decked dory launch in lengths to 26 
feet. It was an able boat. Out on Cape Ann, Montgomery 
modeled round dories for power, planking them smooth, 
and in some cases eliminating the flat bottom entirely. 
These, and similar power dories by Hammond at Danvers-

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port, reverted to wherry shape. Similar power dories south 
of Boston became well-known as Cape Cod Dories. 

New engines and changing fishing methods put the in- 
board power dory out of business. By the 1930's, fishermen 
had turned to larger and faster boats, mostly imported from 
Maine and Nova Scotia, and powered with auto engines. 

But the versatile dory has remained. A new crop, with 
outboards over the stern, are everywhere to be seen. Some

of these are small dory skiffs; others are the so-called larger 
“semi-dories” [Fig. 5] used for lobstering, and capable of 
off-shore runs for sport. 

A limited number of the straight-sided Bank dories are 
still used by fishermen for “mackerel taxis,” and other rough 
work. The U. S. Coast Guard has an excellent small pulling 
surf boat built on modified Bank dory lines [Fig. 6]. These 
are not as shapely as the round, double-ended surf dories 
[Fig. 7] formerly built by Chamberlain and Chaisson for 
beach patrol boats, but they are good, able boats, neverthe- 
less. 

Not to be forgotten are the dory skiffs of 13 to 14 feet 
for rowing, once well-known as the Amesbury skiff [Fig. 8]. 
These combined a high, sharp bow with a smallish, raking 
transom and a well-rockered bottom, quite narrow accord- 
ing to modern style. Skiffs of this size today have straight, 
wide bottoms for outboards, and are no good for oars. Few 
of the present generation know the feeling of a good row- 
boat. 

A lot of different boats in the past 150 years have been 
called dories. For work and sport, for rowing, sailing and 
power, ranging in length from 10 to nearly 30 feet, they all 
have much in common. And how about the lumberman’s 
bateau, some of which look so much like Bank dories, and 
are built so like them? Is the bateau a fresh-water dory, or 
the dory a salt-water bateau? 

These dories of the past are also for the future. Ama- 
teurs and individualists keep rediscovering them—their 
shapely lines, simple construction, and superb performance. 
When maturity comes to American boating, the dory will 
be there. — G

With more power and less weight, 
a new marine engine can add 


zest to an old boat's performance 


By Hank Wieand Bowman 


ANY OWNERS of older inboard boats are com- 
M pletely satisfied with their craft’s accommoda- 

tions, seaworthiness, and handling characteristics, 
but they begin to think of trade-in when they find some 
newer models powering past them with ease, cruising far 
greater ranges, and often operating at higher speeds just as 
economically. But boatmen who keep abreast of marine 
engine developments realize that if their hull is sound and 
still incorporates the features they desire in a boat, there is 
no reason they can not modernize their power plants. 

Every day yacht brokers handle completely sound boats 
ten and even fifteen years old which are desirable buys be- 
cause they have been revitalized with new power. If you 
find yourself with a boat you hate to part with, except that 
once in a while you are a little embarrassed or disappointed 
by her lack of get up and go, you should look into the new 
crop of inboard power plants with a view to change. 

In buying a new boat, you will doubtless have a horse- 
power choice. It is nice to have a reserve of power and 
speed for when it is needed, so it may be wiser to choose the 
greatest possible power compatible with your boat design 
and budget. 

Many improvements in inboard marine powering are of 
recent origin. It was just a little over ten years ago that the 
first hydraulic transmissions were included on inboard en- 
gines as factory equipment. Today manual controls are a 
rarity. 

If your boat has its original power, is ten years old, and at 
the time you bought her was fitted with a Chrysler power 
plant, for example, she probably has either the Model M-48 
Royal Special (an eight cylinder-in-line that develops 165 
hp from 323.5 cubic inch displacement) or the then ex- 
citing new Majestic, at 376.9 cubic inch, six cylinder-in-line 
that develops 160 hp with 4” x 5” bore and stroke. The bore 
and stroke of the Royal Special was 344” x 4%” with a 
7 to 1 compression ratio. 

If you have been pleased with the basic performance of 
your Chrysler, you would probably plan to stick with the 
same make of engine. Your present selection of a 1960 
power plant, however, offers 115 added horses if you 
replace the original engine with the Chrysler Imperial 
V-275, a 354 cubic inch displacement V-8. Your original 
Majestic weighs over 1425 pounds. Your new power plant 
would, depending upon the type of drive selected, weigh 
somewhere between 1100 and 1250 pounds. You will be 
getting your additional 115 hp in a package weighing 175 
pounds less. The weight reduction may in itself add meas-

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urably to your speed; certainly the 115 additional horses 
will. 

But one of the problems that faces every boat owner 
when he replaces one power plant with another of larger 
horsepower is whether or not available engine room space 
will accommodate the new engine. In this case, the 1950 
Chrysler Majestic was 59” long, 27” wide and 31” high. 
The V-275 with straight drive is 45%6" long and with 
reduction gear under 56”. The width is only 2242” and 
height (above the shaft) under 24”, with a maximum below 
the shaft clearance of 9%e” to as little as 634”. 

There you have it. It will certainly fit with room to spare 
and give you far greater horsepower and most assuredly will 
increase your speed. 

This same revolution of possible maximum horsepower 
available ten years ago versus horsepower available today 
in lighter, more compact packages has been apparent in the 
designs of all the major marine engine builders. 

Chris-Craft’s most powerful engine in 1950 was the 160 
hp, six cylinder-in-line, 404 cubic inch plant which 
developed its rated horsepower at 3000 rpm. For 1960, 
Chris-Craft has announced its Model 430, a V-8 delivering 
275 hp at 4000 rpm with non-premium fuels. The com- 
pression ratio of the new 430 is 8 to 1. The power plant has 
a 4.3” bore and 3.7” stroke. The dry weight of the engine 
is only 994 pounds. Its 275 hp is delivered at less than 312 
hp per pound of engine weight as compared to 712 pounds 
per horsepower in its most powerful engine less than a 
decade ago. 

Of those marine engine producers who offered powerful 
engines ten years ago and are still producing, each has man- 
aged to accomplish a far more favorable weight-to-horse- 
power ratio and in most instances for 1960, offer power 
plants 50 hp or more than their largest in 1950, yet far 
more compact. 

Flagship Marine, for example, topped its 1950 line with 
a 226 cubic inch piston displacement, six cylinder-in-line, 
100 hp motor while ten years later Flagship produces four 
engines ranging from 145 to 240 hp. 

Gray Marine this year features a V-8, 225 of 327 cubic 
inches, 50 hp greater than 427 cubic inch 175 of 1950. 

Universal and its subsidiary Norseman Marine (once 
manufactured by Nordberg Mfg. Co.) has increased its 
six-cylinder power from a maximum 90 hp Universal 6 of 
260 cubic inches to 165 hp with its largest 6 of 340 cubic 
inches, and the Nordberg peak of 135 hp with 340 cubic 
inch six has been increased to 275 hp in the 430 cubic inch 
Norseman eight-cylinder V-King. 

Dearborn Marine Engines offers a 240 hp, V-8 Inter- 
ceptor of 361 cubic inches; this power plant weighs only 
870 pounds. Dearborn’s most potent, a 430 cubic inch, 
275 hp Big Boy V-8, with all accessories weighs only 1010 
pounds. 

Another relative newcomer is the Crusader, which packs 
325 hp in a V-8 of 365 cubic inches. This, with an overall 
engine weight, less accessories, of only 825 pounds. 

Palmer, another old line manufacturer, was proud of its 
320 cubic inch, six cylinder-in-line, 120 hp engine a decade 
ago. Today, Palmer offers a rugged V-8, 300 hp engine 
based on the potent, durable International Harvester truck 
engine assembly. 

All of these modern V-8s are offered with a wide selection 
of reduction gears as well as straight drives. One of the 
easiest approaches to gaining more speed is to modernize 
with complete new marine engines ready to install. Your 
selection is a broad one from among the engines made 
specifically for marine use. 

How much more horsepower you will want in your boat 
will depend upon the capability of the boat to handle more 
horsepower safely, a factor of design, and the new: speed 
you hope for. Assuming the hull design is not changed and 
the weight of the boat is not materially altered except for

reduction of weight of power plant itself, your boat will 
have at present a fixed maximum speed on the basis of 
pounds per horsepower. Say you own a 20-foot runabout, 
currently fitted with a 100 hp engine, and the boat with 
operator, fuel, and the normal complement of accessories 
weighs about 3500 pounds. The peak speed of the boat at 
the present time, we will assume, is 24 mph. You would like 
to be able to top at least 30 mph with the outfit. 

Boat designers over the years have been able to establish 
some general performance figures. A runabout of approxi- 
mately this description could be expected to perform at 30 
mph with the ratio of about 22 to 23 pounds per horse- 
power. Without changing your boat design, and assuming 
you already had the boat fitted with proper propeller during 
previous operation, you would have two alternatives; either 
to stick to the 100 hp motor and find some means to trim 
1300 pounds of hull weight, which unquestionably would be 
impractical, dangerous, or downright impossible, or to in- 
crease the horsepower to the point where your boat design’s 
pounds-per-horsepower ratio reached 22 to 1. Thus if you 
were contemplating a new engine, you could divide the 
figure of 22 pounds into your hull’s 3500 pound weight and 
the result would be the approximate power you would need 
to achieve your goal. You would find that a 160 hp motor 
would just about fill the bill. 

The next question you would have to answer, or have a 
more experienced technician answer for you if you do not 
feel qualified, would be whether or not your 3500 pound, 
20-footer, which was reasonably safe with a 100 hp installa- 
tion capable of pushing it at 24 mph, would be safe with 
the added horsepower at 30 mph. No generalities can be 
made in answer to this because it will depend wholly on 
the boat, bottom design, and center of gravity. But quite 
obviously, a boat that was already critically powered with 
100 hp will not be safe with 160 hp. 

Safety, too, is a relative thing for the inboard hull and 
its power plant. Safe for what, would be the question you 
must ask. Some drag boat advocates own 17-foot mono- 
plane designs with 300 or more horsepower that are capable 
of reaching speeds of over 100 mph. These boats can be 
considered safe for the purpose for which they were de- 
signed and when they are operated by skilled helmsmen who 
know the calculated risks they are facing. The same boat in 
the hands of an untrained boatman will be as lethal as a 
fused bomb. 

Properly selected, however, it is obvious that modern in- 
board marine power plants in a new craft or as replacement 
for older engines can give the speed and top performance 
that every boatman wants. Repowering does not entail 
merely pulling out one power plant and replacing it with 
another. While a lesser power plant may have been perfectly 
satisfactory with a straight drive, the added horsepower 
may call for a reduction gear. Certainly there will have to 
be propeller change. As we have already indicated earlier 
in this series, a heavier shaft may be in order. Beyond this, 
the present rudder or rudders may have to be cut down, or 
balanced rudders substituted. These improvements will all 
aid in obtaining peak performance from your new engine. 

One modification in a boat frequently will set off an 
entire chain reaction. This is why a power change for cer- 
tain craft may represent an economical way to gain better 
performance while in other hulls, a trade-in on a completely 
new outfit with a well-mated, new power installation is the 
better decision. Advice on this from a qualified naval archi- 
tect can be invaluable. 

As we discuss more fully in this series such factors as 
rudders, propeller selection, modifications in hull design 
and ultimately move out from purely pleasure boating into 
racing speeds and how they are attained, the reader will be 
able to evaluate how each of these factors can influence and 
improve the performance of his own boat. 

Next month we will discuss valve timing and effects of 
cam shaft design on maximum power output. — G

need is one Norwegian on the roster and you will make it. 

It took us two months of incredible labor, but finally the 
last screw was tightened, the last seam calked. Gleaming in 
new paint, we had a boat to be proud of. She was built 
for speed and would bring salt to the eye of a sailor, but 
the only tears shed on the eventful day when we started 
across Lake Calumet were those of my father-in-law, who 
had lent me $50 for rigging. One look at how we handled 
her, and he was checking my life insurance to see if I was 
good for the loan. 

Lake Calumet is a shallow waterway for ore boats some 
ten miles south of Chicago. It is connected to Lake Michi- 
gan by a winding river four miles long. Our plan was to 
cross the lake, sail up river to Lake Michigan, and skim 
down the coast six miles or so to our harbor at Jackson 
Park. 

I had never actually sailed before, and in spite of my long 
experience navigating TV channels I was not prepared for 
the speed of rushing water some three feet under my stern. 
I suggested we take a few turns around the nice shallow 
lake before we challenged the river and Lake Michigan, 
but the Viking was at the helm. He bit down on his pipe 
and held the tiller to course. 

“We'll do it by dead reckoning,” he said. 

It was an unpleasant phrase—the meaning had escaped 
me before. 

Ore boats ply this river so we knew it was navigable.

THE RUNNING BOWLINE 


Learn this useful knot 
from these simple instructions. 


T IS surprising how an extra tuck, 
twist, turn or loop may change the 
usefulness of a knot. The Bowline 
Knot, for instance, is one of the most 
useful knots known. Slightly modified 
in style, it makes a useful loop which 
will jam on to anything when pulled 
taut, like a lasso. It is commonly used 
at sea to recover spars and rigging that 
have gone adrift.

The Running Bowline 
is complete, forming 
an easy to tie lasso. 


The picture-series shows the con- 
ventional way of making the Running 
Bowline.

You may prefer to tie a Bow- 
line Knot in the end of the line in the 
usual way, push your fingers through 
the small loop so formed, grasp the 
line, pull it through, turning the Bow- 
line Knot inside out as you do so. The 
result is the Running Bowline.

some job properly. Your only alterna- 
tive then is to rig up some makeshift 
way of applying the pressure at a 
hard-to-reach point. “A,” as described 
by Carl, doesn’t take long to knock 
together and is quite satisfactory. “B” 
shows Carl’s way of applying uniform 
pressure in gluing up his hollow miz- 
zen. An old truck inner tube cut spi- 
rally to give long strips can be used 
instead of the shock cord. Naturally, 
I'd prefer clamps, or the arrangement 
of blocks and bolts as often used, for 
gluing up a stick of any size, but this 
shock cord or rubber band way does 
provide uniform pressure which can be 
increased by forcing wedges beneath 
the turns. “C” is an improved version 
of the block and bolts method men- 
tioned. As Carl says, with laminations 
or glue being depended on more and 
more, it pays to have your number of 
these “clamps” and to make them 
rather carefully since there are so 
many times that they’ll come in handy. 
I do think that a stout strip should be 
used, with waxed paper, beneath the 
glued-up member and that the wedges 
should be long and on the heavy side, 
both measures making for better dis- 
tribution of the pressure. 


was to be spent aboard, they had to 
haul a stove, ice box, card table, lunch 
box, and a box of pots and dishes to 
the boat, and even then some needed 
item was often forgotten. Now, every- 
thing is sure to be aboard, carried in 
the compact box which measures 24 
inches wide, 24 inches high and 14 
inches deep. 

Naturally, the inside compartments 
should be arranged to suit one’s gear. 
Here the lower left-hand space takes 
the camp stove, the others sort out the 
various requirements with the drawers 
for cutlery and odd items being par- 
ticularly handy. The table with its 
folding leaf is lowered onto the box 
for stowing and can be adjusted to a 
height convenient for working or eat- 
ing. Actually, their ice chest sits on 
the box, beneath the table, much of the 
time that the latter is in use. With the 
box out of use and the table lowered, 
a cushion can be used to have it as an 
extra seat. The Wisniewskis even oc- 
casionally take the box off the boat 
to use it on car camping trips.

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Twin Apinnaket4 
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TWIN SPINNAKERS 
HERE ARE, of course, different 
ways of rigging twin spinnakers. 

But, as Kipling said about his women, 
all of them are good. Steering even 
the handiest of boats before a wind of 
any strength throughout a long watch 
can be exhausting work. Use twin spin- 
nakers, though, and even a pretty 
dumb boat will behave like a lady. 
They are, to my mind, a definite im- 
provement over a squaresail, your 
other choice for where long open wa- 
ter passages will be made and winds 
should be mostly fair ones. I’ve found 
that once you have your twin spin- 
naker arrangement worked out prop- 
erly, the boat can be made to steer 
herself with the wind dead aft or a 
point or so on either quarter. Impor- 
tant too, each sail is relatively small 
and easy to handle. And you have two 
light spars to handle against the 


squaresail’s long and unwieldly one. 
Also the gear throughout can be com- 
paratively simple as compared to that 
of a properly rigged squaresail. 

The arrangement shown is typical. 
The two triangular sails are hoisted to 
the masthead by their halliards. Their 
tacks are set up to eyebolts in the deck 
on either side of the mast. The clews 
of the sails should be cut rather low. 
These are boomed out by the spars, 
whose heels are attached to the mast, 
likely with a gooseneck and slide-on-a 
track arrangement. The spars are 
topped by their lifts. And to control 
them there are the two sets of guys. 
One set is led forward where the two 
lines are rove through blocks out the 
bowsprit then back on deck. The after 
pair are used as sheets. Often they're 
led through quarter blocks then to the 
tiller to which they are belayed. 

Concerning the details of the rig: 
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To my mind, the total area of the two 
sails should be about that of your 
mainsail. Or you can, of course, have 
your two sets, a pair of balloon spin- 
nakers and another smaller working 
set. Ordinarily, though, the spinnakers 
should be made of reasonably heavy 
stuff and with all edges wired or 
roped since they’re by no means mere 
light weather sails. I’ve tried wire stays 
to the deck, hanking the luffs of the 
sails to them, but they’re something 
else to be in the way. Possibly the 
perfect way would be to have jib furl- 
ing gear on both sails for then the sails 
could be furled, or their areas reduced, 
very easily. However, rigged as 
shown, getting the sails in is relatively 
simple, the clews being eased off as 
the sail is gathered in and either low- 
ered or furled on itself. Hoisting is 
simplified by having the sails made up 
with yarn stops. 

Naturally, each boat presents its 
particular problems, making it usually 
necessary to experiment with your rig 
to get it working just right. I’ve found 
that the sails behave best if their tacks 
are led to points on deck ahead of and 
well out from the mast to leave some 
space between the two. If they’re kept 
too close together the boat will, for 
some reason, tend to broach occasion- 
ally instead of running true. While 
I’ve shown the after guys or sheets led 
well aft you may have to lead yours to 
points further forward to give more 
down pull against the booms’ tendency 
to lift. Generally, trimming the booms 
well forward works best, at an angle 
of up to 25 degrees from the beam or 
a straight line across the boat. Notice 
that I’ve shown the halliard blocks 
held well clear of the mast by shoulder 
cleats or pads. If the blocks are too 
close to the mast, the heads of the sails 
will chafe.

Lazy Susans? You turned the 
shaliow tray, pivoting on its pedestal, 
to put the salt or condiment wanted 
within easy reach.

TRAILER TIPS 




















HERE'S ADVICE ON LOADING 
BOAT AND EQUIPMENT 


ORE AND MORE BOATMEN 
now trailer their craft with out- 
board attached. Properly loaded this 
is safe to do. Here are suggestions 
from the Scott Outboard Engine divi- 
sion of McCulloch Corp. 


With a trailer of the right size and 
properly loaded, it is so easy to tow 
a boat that you can almost forget it 
is behind the car. However, the added 
length and weight make it necessary 
to allow more time for stopping or 
accelerating and more space when 
turning or passing another car. 


Any duffle bags or other equipment 
carried in the boat should be carefully 
stowed so it cannot shift or rattle. Dis- 
tribute gear in boat so that weight will 
be slightly forward and will not disturb 
the balance of the load on the axle. 


Carrying the motor in a tilted position 
increases road clearance but it also 
adds to the strain on the boat’s tran- 
som. A motor support, like the one 
pictured, holds the motor rigidly in 
position and supports the weight of the 
lower unit on the trailer frame. Note 
also the spring-loaded adjustable tran- 
som tie-down chains that hold the boat 
firmly in place. 
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INDIANA BOATMEN 
WIN BATTLE FOR 
LOWER TRAILER TOLLS 


RAILER BOATMEN being finan- 

cially pinched by what they con- 
sidered to be excessive charges on the 
Indiana Toll Road have emerged vic- 
torious from a campaign to bring the 
charges down. The result was a toll 
reduction from $4.70 to $2.80 for a 
car or light pickup truck with a two- 
wheel boat trailer traveling the full toll 
road route, and a drop from $7.45 to 
$5.60 for a car with a four-wheel 
trailer covering the same route. 

The first step in the campaign was 
taken when a notice of protest against 
toll rates appeared in a recent issue of 
a trade magazine. The Plamer Lake 
Boat Club of Colon, Mich., got busy 
in making resentment against the 
charges known among responsible pub- 
lic administrators. 

James H. Totten, fleet captain of the 
club, arranged to have copies of the 
notice posted at public places likely 
to be frequented by boating enthusi- 
asts. He also sent copies to Governor 
Harold W. Handley and Charles W. 
Cook, executive director of the Indi- 
ana Toll Road Commission. Quick ac-

An Inexpensive 
Non-Chafing 
Double Block 


T IS OFTEN very difficult to avoid 

chafing of lines running through a 
side-by-side double block. This is par- 
ticularly true where the angle of lead 
keeps changing, as when the main 
sheet is rigged through quarter blocks 
and a double block. On top of that, 
good double blocks are astonishingly 
costly. 

When I needed a double block for 
my main sheet I worked out this rig, 
which works perfectly, from two old 
blocks which were on hand. It so 
happens that the sheave in the upper 


block has sufficient clearance to clear 
the shackle of the lower block. If you 
can’t find any blocks with this feature 
there are alternatives: You can use an 
upper block with a becket (that’s a 
metal loop) on the bottom; you can 
suspend the lower block directly under 
the upper one by a double wire or 
strap leading past the upper block to 
the topmost shackle or fastening. This 
wire should be lashed to the upper 
block with marlin so as to keep the 
lower block in line under the upper 
one.—JOHN WOLBARST 
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Repair Stripped or 


Damaged Threads With 
Stainless Steel Reliners 


O achieve the portability of high 

horsepower outboard engines, 
manufacturers are using more alumi- 
num and magnesium in fittings and 
engine components. A _ troublesome 
detail to the boat owners on these 
lightweight parts has been the frequent 
problem of repairing threads that are 
worn, damaged or stripped. 

Bert Clear, owner of the progressive 
Lake Marine Base at Candlewood 
Lake, Conn., frequently faced this 
troublesome maintenance problem in 
his service work. In his marine facili- 
ties he repairs and reconditions all 
types of outboard and inboard engines 
—from a complete overhaul to chang- 
ing a spark plug. 

Some of the engines brought to 
Clear’s for repair and service have 
damaged spark plug threads. Stripped 
threads on armature plates, gear cases, 
exhaust tubes and locks also rank high 
on the repair list. On some parts, 
where replacement was costly or time- 
consuming, these threads would re- 
quire extensive treatment in the ma- 
chine shop. The hole would have to be 
filled with weld, then drilled and 
tapped. In extreme cases an engine 
block or cylinder head would have to 
be returned to the factory for replace- 
ment or repair. 

For the past five years however, the 
Lake Marine repair shop has been 
using precision-formed stainless steel 
wire thread reliners for tapped holes, 
made by the Heli-Coil Corporation, 10 
Shelter Rock Lane, Danbury, Conn. 
These inserts make it possible for a 
mechanic to make a permanent repair 
that resists future wear, stripping, cor- 
rosion, seizing or galling. 

One of the most troublesome spots 
found by Clear’s mechanics for thread 
damage has been the small metal 
tabs that are used to locate engine 
cowlings around the motor. These 
cowlings are taken off and put back on 
frequently by the boat owner, and the 
screws are usually put in or taken out 
in a hurry. As a matter of preventive 
maintenance these threads are usually 
replaced with Heli-Coil inserts when 
an engine is first brought in for service. 

Repair follows this pattern: (a) the 
damaged thread is cleaned out with a 
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drill larger in diameter than the major 
diameter of the original thread, (b) the 
hole is retapped with a special over- 
size tap, and (c) a Heli-Coil thread 
insert is installed in the hole. The in- 


sert is screwed into the hole a quarter 
to half a turn below the surface of the 
metal. Since in its free state, the insert 
has an inside diameter larger than the 
diameter of the tapped hole, the action 
of the inserting tool during installation 
compresses the insert to slightly less 
than the inside diameter of the hole. 
On removal of the inserting tool, the 
insert expands and permanently locks 
itself in place. 

For a through hole, like that found 
in the cowling clip, the notch tang at 
the end of the insert is removed with a 
pair of pliers. Blind holes do not re- 
quire the tang removal. The strength 
of the 18-8 steel wire makes the 
thread strength stronger than the origi- 
nal threads, making it practically im- 
possible to cross thread a bolt or nut.

Tales and Techniques of Boating, by 
John R. Whiting. Ziff-Davis Publish- 
ing Company, 350 pages, illustrated. 
Price, $4.95. 

POPULAR BoaTING’s “I Learned 
about Boating from That” feature 
series has long been a favorite with 
readers. Indeed, most of the stories 
carried under this heading have come 
from readers. Here is a collection of 
29 of the best “I Learned” articles of 
the past three years. The boats range 
from outboard runabouts to ocean- 
going schooners, and the authors 
range from youngsters reporting on 
their first cruise to such well-known 
veterans as Ann Davison, H. A. Cala- 
han and Carleton Mitchell. Some 
stories deal with a simple but ludicrous 
situation, such as Joe Richard’s “Bur- 
ton and the Boom,” others with the 
terrifying predicaments when life it- 
self is in danger, such as “Overboard 
Offshore,” by Donald C. Stone. 

These tales all have something in 
common: they show what happened 
when “something went wrong,” and 
they make up the first half of this 
book. The second half is devoted to 
explaining the skills that are impor- 
tant to all boatmen, the skills that 
will prevent “something from going 
wrong.” 

In this section of the book, Whiting 
covers such topics as “Techniques of 
Cruising, Piloting, Weather, Wind and 
Waves; Seamanship; and How to Have 
an Emergency.” The chapter on cruis- 
ing includes planning, cruising rou- 
tines, boating etiquette, and such inter- 
esting sidelights as photography and 
music on shipboard. 

Use of U.S. Coast Pilot books, tide 
and current tables and charts, plus 
where to obtain these, are discussed in 
the chapter on Piloting, as well as 
compass correction, use of piloting 
tools, and a time-distance scale. 

The chapter on weather includes 
the use of such items as a portable 
radio, barometer, thermometer, weath- 
er maps, cloud charts, and “Weather- 
casters” in making simple, accurate 
forecasts, plus a discussion of basic 
weather rules. A report on condi- 
tions that produce fog, by Nicholas 
Rosa, is also presented. 

Under the heading of Seamanship, 
Whiting covers knots, anchoring and 
mooring techniques, safety and cour- 
tesy afloat. 

What to do when the engine fails, 
fire and explosion prevention, refuel- 
ling techniques, what to do in case of a 
bad leak or a rigging failure, and 
safety precautions for persons swim- 
ming from boats are all covered in the 


chapter on emergencies. A_ basic 
handbook of first aid for illnesses and 
minor injuries is also included. 


Sailing Boats, by Uffa Fox. George 
Newnes Limited, Tower House, South- 
ampton St., London, W.C. 2, England. 
204 pages. 

Uffa Fox, one of England's great de- 
signers and probably the best known 
figure in the international boating 
scene, has brought forth this concise, 
informative book on how to handle 
sailing boats, containing the hard con- 
structional facts of each design, with a 
personal anecdote relating to the for- 
mation and operation of the individual 
class. The first half of the book is con- 
cerned with lightweight drop keel 
boats in use on inland and coastal 
waters. It is slanted toward the young 
and lusty boat lover. Part two covers 
ballast keel vessels that can look after 
themselves and ride out a blow with 
the aid of reduced sail, or even down 
to bare poles for really rough weather. 

Line and sail plans for each class 
are included, with 24 pages of photo- 
graphs showing sailboats in action. A 
chapter devoted to the history of the 
America’s Cup Series gives the reader 
an insight into the opinions of the 
noted English designer. 

The magnetic personality of Uffa 
Fox, twice selected as Boatman of the 
Month by PopuLaR BOATING, is re- 
vealed in this exciting book.

After selecting here the engine that most nearly meets your 
needs, consult your local dealer, plus both boat and engine manufacturers as well if necessary. Repower- 
ing tan frequently give a used craft new boat performance. The index at the back of the Buying Guide 
gives the pages on which each manufacturer is listed.

Where Will You Use It? 


This wide selection of out- 
board powered boats can lead 
to difficulty in making the cor- 
rect choice. A boat designed 
for operation on a small, in- 
land lake is no craft to use for 
offshore fishing along the sea- 
coast, for example. Here are 
some suggestions that will help 
you to select a boat that will 
be most suitable for your in- 
dividual requirements: 

If the boat is to be used pri- 
marily in sheltered waters, and 
you need one that is easily car- 
ried and launched, examine 
the aluminum, fiberglass, and 
wooden car top craft that can 
be carried without a trailer. 
While today’s aluminum alloys 
are extremely resistant to cor- 
rosion from air and water, alu- 
minum craft are still best suit- 
ed for fresh-water use. If an 
aluminum boat is to be used 
and moored in salt water, 
check with local dealers to find 
an anti-fouling bottom paint 
that will not set up a corrosive 
action on the hull itself. And, 
as with any non-wooden boat, 
be sure that proper flotation 
has been provided to keep 
boat, passengers, motor and 
equipment afloat in case of 
swamping. 

If the boat is to be used pri- 
marily on large lakes, bays, or 
for offshore fishing, the craft 
must be one which can get you 
back safely to shore in the 
event of a sudden storm. Free- 
board, the height that the sides 
of your boat extend above the 
water, can keep out waves that 
want to climb aboard if yours

What Boat Type? 


Outboard boats range from 
small, open utility craft to 
cabin cruisers in the 25-foot 
range. Hull types may be of 
displacement, semi-planing, or 
hydroplane (for out-and-out- 
racing) form. Catamarans and 
trimaran or “cathedral hull” 
types are becoming increasing- 
ly popular as they have proved 
to be stable designs for ror.gh- 
water operation. Utility boats 
generally range from eight to 
16 feet in length, and have no 
deck. Runabouts range from 
12 to 18 feet, and have a fore- 
deck, and in some cases cen- 
ter decks or stern decks, or 
both. Cruisers range from 
about 16 feet to 26 feet in 
length, and have a cabin and 
provision for sleeping aboard. 
Naturally, the larger the boat 
the more it can offer in the way 
of live-aboard facilities, such 
as berths, toilet and galley. 


When Will You Use It? 


Ask yourself honestly how 
long your boating season will 
be, and how many weekends 
you will plan to be aboard. 
Many an owner has chosen a 
runabout for afternoon water 
skiing, and then wished he had 
an outboard cruiser so he could 
sleep aboard and take longer 
trips. Will you and your friends 
be using the boat for cruising, 
camping and picnicking? Se- 
lect a hull that can safely carry 
a crowd if you have this kind 
of boating in mind. Will you 
use the boat on cool days as 
well as warm? See if a con- 


is a stable hull. Bigger craft carry more freeboard not be- 
cause they need it to keep afloat, but to fend off larger seas 
when they get into rough water. Will the boat you want 
take a 20-inch rather than a 16-inch motor drive shaft? The 
longer length allows a higher transom cut-out and less 
chance of a following sea flooding in over the transom. 
And does the model you want have a self-bailing motor 
well so that any water which may come aboard from astern 
will run right out again? Even in calm water, an outboard 
run rapidly in reverse can start taking water over a low 
transom cut-out. Perhaps you will want a boat with a mo-

And keep in mind that the boat made by a 
reputable manufacturer in a model that is well-liked in your 
local waterways will get the best resale price when you trade 
it in.

How Much Power? 


Sturdy construction of the in- 
board allows you a wide range 
of power options, and most man- 
ufacturers list a number of en- 
gine choices for their craft. If 
flashing runabout speed is your 
goal, the high-horsepower ma- 
rine engines can drive stock 
models up to 60-plus miles per 
hour, and over 100 in the racing 
classes. The huge Unlimited 
Class hydroplanes carry Rolls 
Royce or Allison aircraft engines 
and reach straightaway speeds of 
more than 190 miles per hour. 

Speed for the cruiser owner, 
however, does not mean winning 
races, but a way of enlarging the 
area of operation for a family, 
the harbors that can be reached 
before dark or over the weekend. 
Here the purchaser will look for 
established, reliable names in the 
marine field; manufacturers 
whose models can be counted on 
to run hour after hour of depend- 
able cruising. The inboard buyer 
can choose between the light 
versatility of gasoline power and 
the heavier, but economical and 
less hazardous diesels. 

In mooring or maneuvering 
about a fuel dock, a dual engine 
installation is advantageous. Not 
only is the effect of propeller 
torque negated by counter-rotat- 
ing screws, but one engine can 
be run ahead while the other is 


ties for long or extended cruising; small lakes, rivers 
and bays can provide a field for equal enjoyment. Here 
the high-speed runabout, if given room for safe operation, 
can tow water skiers, race rapidly to nearby harbors, or 
throttle down for an afternoon of quiet fishing. Speed offers 
an opportunity to increase the boating family’s area of 
operation, and still be home before sundown or ahead of a 
threatening storm. 

The inboard boat is trailered and hauled from the water 
less frequently than outboard boats, due to its greater 
weight, so it is more suited to a location where it may be 
left tied to a dock or on an anchorage when not in use. 
Such a boat should be kept in waters free of sandbars,

reversed for sharp turns in tight quarters. Offshore it is 
good to know that should one engine have problems, or one 
propeller and shaft be bent by an underwater obstruction, 
the other powerplant alone can bring you safely home. If 
size of boat and budget allow, by all means select twin 
engines. 

In considering a choice of craft, don’t fail to remember 
that a boat is a long-term investment, and that many years of 
pleasure for the whole family are possible. Most larger 
banks are well acquainted with the value of boats, and can 
offer a regular finance program if you cannot budget the 
complete price of a large cabin cruiser in one payment. The 
following pages indicate the large variety of craft available.

Hull shape and rig plays a 
large part in the performance 
characteristics of any sail- 
boat.

The 
sloop and cutter rigs are gen- 
erally more aerodynamically 
efficient, and are easily han- 
dled if the sail area is not too 
great. Ketch and yawl divide 
sail area into smaller units and 
make sail handling easier 
when a lot of working sail is 
carried. With yawl and ketch 
rigs, many different combina- 
tions of sail can be used so 
that the craft balances well 
when shortened down.

Novelty Boats 


Most novelty boats that we 
have seen are little more than 
toys, and should be treated 
accordingly. The person who 
operates the craft should be 
able to swim, and Coast 
Guard approved life saving 
apparatus should be carried. 
Adult supervision of children 
is strongly suggested so that 
the most fun with maximum 
safety can be enjoyed with 
these water-sports craft. 


Kit Boats 


One way the boat owner 
can save on the purchase 
price of a boat, is to secure 
one in kit form and do the 
assembly work himself.

Outboard motors for 1960 
are more powerful than ever, 
and although this greatly ex- 
tends the speed and size of 
craft that can be outboard 
powered, some problems are 
presented.

Although hand steering can 
be used in an emergency, the 
thrust of motors close to 100 
hp is much too great for man- 
ual operation. Controls 
should be well engineered 
with a minimum of friction 
where the cables pass over 
sheaves. Hydraulic and elec- 
tric controls also work well 
with the new motors. Quiet- 
ness of operation and mini- 
mum maintenance are 1960 
features. Fiberglass hoods, 
anodized cooling passages, 
and slip clutches to replace 
shear pins are being offered 
by many companies. Thermo- 
static cooling works toward 
eliminating the old bugaboo 
of hot or cold-running pow- 
erheads, and operating tem- 
peratures are preset at the 
factory for maximum effi- 
ciency. 


Inboards 


The use of aluminum alloys for inboard engines marks 
an innovation in the marine field, and 1960 will see more 
of this lightweight, strong material going into engines. With 
the Veed profile and aluminum alloys, horsepower is going 
up and greater payload can be carried with a smaller, lighter 
power plant.

Diesel engine design has inherited much from new 
metallurgy also, and propulsion plants using this high 
flashpoint fuel are recently coming down to lighter sizes 
and weights. One company has announced a diesel line 
that will run on almost any hydrocarbon fuel, which will 
interest boatmen who operate where more common fuels 


are in short supply. 

New thinking in the inter- 
nal combusion engine is also 
taking place. Recently, a Ger- 
man firm, in cooperation with 
an American corporation, an- 
nounced development toward 
a gasoline engine with only 
two moving parts which will 
develop about 1 horsepower 
for each pound of engine 
weight. Such improvements 
could have a large effect on 
the future marine market. 


Inboard-Outboard Drives 


What was an infant idea 
in 1959 is becoming a stand- 
ard item for the designer’s 
repertoire today, as the versa- 
tile outboard lower unit is 
coupled to inboard engines. 
Long distance ocean races, 
and punishing marathons 
have proven that these units 
can take it.

Fittings For Safety's Sake 


Many craft are lost because 
of inadequate cleating ar- 
rangements. Be sure that fore- 
deck bitts or cleats are large 
and husky enough to stand 
the punishment meted out by 
a bouncing, yawing, storm- 
driven boat. Fairleads and 
chocks for docking and moor- 
ing lines should be oversized, 
rather than too small, so that 
chafe is minimized. Never 
merely screw chocks or stern 
bitts to the deck, but through- 
bolt them with long stove 
bolts, using hardwood blocks 
beneath the deck for rein- 
forcement. 

Marine hardware in the 
form of engine room cowl 
ventilators, or forced draft 
blowers with sparkproof mo- 
tors, are insurance against 
collection of dangerous gaso- 
line fumes in the bilge. All 
through-deck fittings for fresh 
water, and especially gasoline 

_ fills, should be standard ma- 
rine types, approved by the 
Coast Guard, and following 
the installation recommenda- 
tions of the Yacht Safety Bu- 
reau.

If 
fog or thick weather makes visual piloting impossible, you 
can navigate to a safe harbor with this equipment and avoid 
having to spend an uncomfortable night at anchor. Light 
lists, tide tables, clock, barometer and speed indicator are 
helpful.

Electric tachometers and electric steering apparatus for 
both outboard and inboard craft have long been available, 
and help to take the guesswork out of estimating the day’s 
run and some of the tabor out of prolonged passages.

Buying Maintenance Equipment

electric drill. With a few acces- 
sories your drill can become a 
circular saw, drill press, sander, 
polisher, and automatic screw 
driver. Pick a good one, rated 
for heavy duty use for it can be 


will need. Trailer design has improved since the days when 
auto wheels and an axle were salvaged from a junk yard. 
Today’s smaller diameter wheels can float a boat in rela- 
tively shoal water; trailers, have tilting beds for launching 
where the beach or ramp is steep, and have sealed wheel 
bearings so that they can be run right into the water. Other 
conveniences are available also. If you frequently load and 
unload alone, a power winch which runs off the car’s battery 
can ease the task. Check the support that the trailer gives 
your boat’s hull. A trip over a rough road can dent or even 
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the most popular implement in your tool box. If you ever 
have a job to do that calls for driving many screws, one of 
the combination drill bits will be worth its weight in gold. 
This type of bit performs three functions—it drills the 
small pilot hole for the screw, a larger hole for its shank, 
and countersinks to fit the shoulder of a flat head screw. 
Power sanders, too, take much of the work out of a refinish- 
ing job. Oscillating, orbital and circular sanders each are 
best for particular sanding applications. Check with your 
dealer to see which is best suited to your needs.
